Figures That Show How the Country’s 
Finances Are Consistently Mis- 
maneged. 


Washington, February 25.—The treasury 
gold reserve stood at the close of busi- 
ness today at $123,113,978. The withdrawals 
for the day were $480,400. Bonds to the 
amount of $70,650,050 of the new issue, 
have been delivered, of which $43,413,650 
were coupons and $27,227,400 registered. 

Of the $111,000,000 the new bonds sold for, 
$91,685,706 have been paid in and all but 
three millions or about 90 per cent of 
that amount, has now been “taken up” 
in the treasury cash. 

Since January 6th, the date upon which 
Secretary Carlisle invited bids for bonds, 
there have been withdrawn from the treas- 
ury $32,412,396 of gold, of which $9,424,[33 
was withdrawn for export, and $22,989,263 
for domestic use.

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STRUGGLING CUBA 
SUFFERS A 1088 


The Steamer Bermuda Was Undoubt- 
edly a Filibuster. 


GENERAL GARCIA CAPTURED 


Steamer Lighter and Two Tugs Are 


Under Surveillance. 


TREASURER OF THE JUNTA ALSO ARRESTED 


All of the Members of the Expedition 
but the Leaders Released—Garcia 
and Others Give Bond.

New York, February 25.—The seizure of 
the steamer Bermuda, flying the Brtish flag, 
brought to grief the largest filibustering ex- 
pedition that has yet been fitted out in the 
interest of the Cuban revolutionists. 

The story of the seizure was told in these 
dispatches last night. 

The revenue cutters Manhattan and Wil- 
liam E. Chandler are in charge of the two 
tugs McCaldin Brothers and Willim J. Me- 
Caldin, and the steam lighter James S&S. T. 
Stranahan, which were seized last night for 
participation in the filibustering expedition. 

The se'zed boats are ‘ied up at the gov- 
ernment pier at the battery. 

James McCaldin, owner of a tug, is a 
prisoner aboard one of them. He was in 
personal charge of them last night when 
the seizure took place. The steam lighter 
is a very suspicious looking craft. Her deck 
is laden with numerous variously sized 
boxes, which contain arms and ammunition. 
There are about 130 long, narrow boxes, 
such as are usually used to convey rifles. 
One of the square boxes is marked in bold 
letters ‘‘Medicine.”’ 

A deputy marshal is in charge of the 
lighter and refuses to permit any body to 
zo aboard. The crew are all held as .pris- 
oners. In the hold of the lighter are said 
to be three Hotchkiss guns, two light Na- 
poleon guns and some riot guns. There are 
said to be over 2,000,000 cartridges in boxes. 

The Bermuda is still anchored off Bedloe’s 
island this morning in charge of the reve- 
nue cutter Hudson. Deputy marshals are 
also aboard the Bermuda. 

The ordtr to watch the movements of the 
Bermuda came from Washington last Sun- 
day, «nd was signed by Attorney General 
Harmon. 

There was quite a gathering of shipping 
men about the seized tugs and lighter this 
morning and everybody, including the gov- 
ernment inspectors, expressed regret that 
the ship did not succeed in eluding the of- 
fieers. 

The men aboard the seized boats do not 
seem at all apprehensive. They say it will 
be impossible for the government to con- 
nect her in any way with a filibustering 
expedition. Those arrested on the tugs 
and on the Bermuda passed the night on 
board the tugs tnd steamer and early this 
morning sixty-seven of them, including the 
leader, General Calixto Gracia, Dr. E Ww. 
Rodrit and Captain S. Hughes, of Ph!ladel- 
phia, commander of the Bermuda, landed 
at the battery and marched to the federal 
building. They were forbidden to commu- 
nicate with any one. United States mar- 
shals say they have in all nearly two hun- 
dred prisoners. 

The arrests were made in four raids—one 
at 10 o’clock last night, the others at 1, 3 
and 4 o’clock this morning. None of the 
suspected vessels have been Seized, they 
are simply detained under orders from 
Washington. The tugs are at the barge 
office and the Bermuda, with marshals on 
board, still at her anchorage off Bedloe 
island. 

Shortly after 12 o’clock all the prisoners 
were released but General Calixto Garcia, 
Captain Hughes and two others, under 
telegraphic direction from the _ attorney 
general at Washington. The previous or- 
der had directed that no arrests should be 
made simply on suspicion, but that those 
against whom. evidence had been secured 
should be apprehended. These ‘nstructions 
were received last Sunday and the opinion 
is that the wholesale arrests were made 
clearly without warrant and in violation of 
orders. 

An Examination Had. 

At the examination before Commissioner 
Shields this afternoon, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney MacFarlane directed the 
calling of General Calixto Garcia, Captain 
Hughes, Benjamin Guerra, Captain Braba- 
zon and John D. Hart. 

The first four, through their counsel, 
were granted a postponement wntil March 
3d, at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, but John 
Hart asked for a speedy hearing. 

‘‘T can furnish no bail,” he said, “and can 
but be locked up while held.’’ 

His examination was set down for Friday 
next. ‘ 

The bail of Garcia, Guerra and Hughes 
was fixed at $1,500. General Garcia and 
Captain Hughes were subsequently arraign- 
ed upon another count, the two charges 
including the ‘“‘Hawkins” and the ‘‘Ber- 
muda’ filibustéering. 

Additional mail of $500 each was requ'red 
on the second charge. The charges against 
the five accused were made in the name of 

the United States, but the additional 
charges against General Garcia and Cap- 
tain Hughes were brought up by the Span- 
ish consul general. 

Cash Bail Made. 

Upon consent of District Attorney Mac- 
Farlane, the deposit of a cash bail bond in 
the cases of General Garcia, Captain 
Hughes, Captain Brabazon and Benjamin 
Guerra was accepted and they were set at 
liberty. Garcia, Hughes and Guerra each 
furnished their own bail. Donald McNeil 
became bondsman for Captain Brabazon. 
Hart’s bail came from Cuban headquar- 
ters. 

The released Cubans were happy when 
told that they might go away. They were 
not permitted to see General Garcia or the 
others. Marshal McCarthy had in his of- 
fice today $4,000 in gold which he captured 
during the raid last night on the Bermuda. 

The money was in Spanish coin. During 
the morning many friends of the Cuban 
prisoners and supporters of the junta gath~- 
ered in the corridcr of the federal building. 
Among those in the corridor was A. C. 
Gonzales, a lawyer. He estimated that the 
expedition had cost about $106,000. 
Cubans Not Discouraged. 

The Cubans, he said, were by ho means 
discouraged by the present. disappointment 
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given the information to the representa- 
tives of Spain.’’ : 

“T am almost sure,” he said, ‘“‘that there 
are at least a half dozen Spanish spies in 
that room with the prisoners. No one can 
pick them out and their identity can only 
be learned by a chance incident or informa- 
tion from outside sources. The Cubans 
can play that game, too.” 

‘ J. D: Hart is suspected of being part 
owner of the filibuster Laurada, which 
left New York on October 20th for Cuba. 
He said: ‘“‘The Bermuda is owned by a Dr. 
Ruhn, of Baltimore, who chartered her six 
months ago for the fruit business. All the 
money found on the steamer was intended 
for the fruit trade.”’ 

Story of the Capture. 

The revenue officers are in charge of the 
steam lichter James 8S. T. Strananan. The 
lighter is heavily lIcaded with boxes and 
packages on deck and her hold is said to 
be full of munitions of war. 

Marshal McCarthy this morning told the 
story of the capture of General Garcia. He 
said: 

“At 1 o'clock this morning after we had 

arrested the Bermuda, the tug McCaidin 
was sighted heading for the filibuster. 
Before we got to her she had put several 
men aboard. Then she saw us coming 
and, casting off her lines, started swiftly 
toward the Liberty island dock at the bat- 
tery. ; 
“Captain Bradley, of the Hudson, jingled 
for full steam and the cutter dashed after 
her. One hundred and fifty yards from 
the Battery wall we ran her down and 
captured the tug. General Calixto Garcia 
was on board. ‘the old man’s face was a 
study. He just set his mouth nard and 
ionked vut over the bay. My men were 
sorry for him and to tell the truth I was 
myself, 

“Not a man escaped, but we got every 
ran who started for that ship. The arms 
and ammunition were not sent to the’ ber- 
muda until the last moment. 

“The Stranahan was caugat only after a 
long chase toward the Narrows. She had 
between thirty and torty tons of ammuni- 
tion aboard. . 

‘“‘None of the men on the Bermuda made 
any resistance when We climbed aboard 
last night except the steward. He swore 
like a typical Spanish pirate and threaten- 
ed to cut everybody’s heart out right there. 
Two of my deputies grabbed him and put 
him ‘on the Hudson, Then he subsided.” 


Tried To Mob a Pinkerton. 

After the seizure the Cubans mobbed a 
Pinkerton detective on the Bermuda and 
but for the timely help of the marshai’s 
men they would have killed him, 

Mr. James McCaldin, speaking for Mc- 
Caldin Bros., owners of the tugs, W. J. 
McCaldin and McCat!din Brothers, said: 

“We know nothing of any fi: bustering 
intent. We were.hired to put stores and 
men on a steamer. We did not, when we 
made the contract, even Know the name 
of the steamer. We took the contract at 
ordinary rates and were trying to carry 
it out when we were boarded by the reve- 
nue tug. At that time we had made no 
effort. to put the men or stores aboard the 
Bermuda. 

“Our captains and men were not put 
under arrest. Our tugs Were detained at 
the barge office and I ¢omplained to United 
States Marshal McCarthy. He went with 
me to the United States district aitorney’s 
office and the district attorney toll them 
they had no legal exeuse for hold‘ng our 
boats. Then they gave mean order to 
the deputy marshals they bad left. in 


charge of the tugs &@nd the tugs Were re- 


leased: They are at work in the harbor 
now.”’ 

“Who made the contracts with you 

“T prefer not to say. It was mave in 
the ofdinary way of business and we tried 
to carry it out. We violated no law and 
can be subjected to no venalties.’’

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AN OVATION FOR JAMESON. 


ENGLISH PUBLIC ENTHUSIASTIC 
OVER «uIM. 


He and His Officers Were Arraigned 
Formally and Released on Bail. 
Captain Heany Applauded. 
London, February 25.—The Steamer Vic- 
toria, with Dr. Jameson on board, anchored 
in the Thames at Purfleet, fifteen miles 
from London, at 1:30 o’clock this after- 

noon, 

Dr. Jameson, with his officers, was tak- 
en off the steamer Victoria by a police 
launch, which reached Waterloo pier at 
6:30 o’clock p. m. A large crowd had gath- 
ered at the pier, and when Jameson ap- 
peared he was loudly cheered. The party 
entered two omnibuses, which conveyed 
them to the Bow street police court, the 
crowd running alongside the vehicles 
through the journey. 

Upon their arrival at the Bow street, 
court, Dr. Jamesoh and his comrades were 
promptly arraigned before the magistrate 
upon formal charges. After hearing evi- 
dence briefly, the magistrate.adjourned the 
hearing for a fortnight, releasing Jameson 
and the others upon their own recognizance 
of £2,000 each. 

In anticipation of Dr. Jameson’s arraign- 
ment, a large crowd of people, composed 
principally of members of the aristocracy, 
assembled in the courtroom before noon 
and awaited Jameson’s arrival. Seated up- 
on the bench with the magistrates were the 
duke of Abercorn, Lord and Lady Abing- 
don, Sir George Gerald Foley and Lady 
Foley and Viscount Chelsea and Hon. Rob- 
ert Arthur Ward, members of the house of 
commons, for Bury, St. Edmunds and the 
Crewe division of Cheshire. 

Four others were charged with Dr. 
Jameson with having made war upon a 
friendly state. Jameson and his compan- 
ions were loudly cheered as they entered 
the courtroom, and there was a renewal 
of the popular enthusiasm after the party 
got outside, the magistrate being unable 
to put a stop to the demonstration. The par- 
ty Was again cheered as they left the 
court, and were followed after they got 
outside by a great crowd, who repeatedly 
gave expression to their enthusiasm in 
cheers. 

Captain Heany, the American, was trans- 
ferred from the Victoria to a tug, which 
landed him at Erith, thirteen miles beiow 
London at 2:30 c’cleock p. m. He arrived at 
the Fenchurch Street Railway station, with- 
out being recognized, but a large crowd as- 
sembled outside the station cheered him 
enthusiastically, mistaking him for Ja- 
meson. The crowd followed him to_ the 
Mark Lane station of the underground rail- 
way, cheering him repeatedly on the way. 
At the Mark Lane station he was met by 
a body-guard of friends. ;

ROBBERS MEET 
BRAVE GASHIERS 


Two Attempts at Bank Robbery Result 
In Two Deaths. 


OFFICIALS DIDN’T SURRENDER 


Sheoting Began and the Firing Was 


Lively. 


A BANK DIRECTOR WAS ONE OF THE KILLED 


Ths Hold-Ups Occurred in Arkansas 
anc in Texas—Thrilling Stories 
of Both Fights. 


Witchita Falls, Tex., February 25.—Two 
robbers entered the City National bank of 
this city at 2:45 p. m. today and demanded 
the money of Cashier Dorsey, who resisted 
them. 

Shooting began, resulting in the death of 
Cashier Frank Dorsey and the wounding of 
Bookkeeper P. P. Langford. lLangford’s 
injuries not serious, being slight flesh 
wounds. 

The robbers secured only a few hundred 
dollars in silver. They then mounted their 
horses and rode for their lives. By this 
time many of the citizens had armed them- 
selves and a battle took place. 

The horse of one robber was shot from 
under him and it is belived the robber was 
wounded. He mounted behind his partner 
and about a mile from town met a farmer in 
a buggy. They took his horses and started 
for the hills. In the meantime the citizens 
had secured horses and at last reports were 
within a quarter of a mile of the robbers 
with good prospects of overtaking them. 

Captain McDonald and his rangers came 
in at 4 o’clock and took the trail at once. 
It is believed a hanging will take place if 
the robbers are caught. A reward of $1,000 
is offered by the Panhandle and City Na- 
tional banks for their capture, dead or alive. 

Another Attempt. 

Warren, Ark., February 25.—A daring and 
desperate attempt at bank robbery occurred 
here at 3 o’clock this afternoon. The rob- 
bers failed to get any money, but the brave 
cashier, Adair, lies dangerously wounded 
and T. M. Goodwin, a leading citizen, mer- 
chant and bank director, is dead. 

There were only three of the’ robbers in 
sight~—one a tall, red-complexioned, sandy- 
moustached individual and the other two, 
apparently brothers, black-haired and dark- 
skinned, with round faces, appeared to be 
of foreign birth. They have been camped a 
few miles out from town for about ten days, 
near Nero Pennington’s house. They have 
been about town occasionally, buying horse 
feed and provisiors, and one of them made a 
deposit of $25 in the Merchants’ and Plan- 
tevs’ bank, shortly afterward drawing it 
out, half at a time. 

They Ordered Hands Up. 

Today at 2p. m. they were noticed coming 
into town, but no attention was paid to 
them unt‘l they walked into the bank, sin- 
gle file. On entering the bank the one who 
had deposited and drawn out the $25 de- 
manced of the cashier to know if he did 
not pay interest on deposits. He replied 
in the negative, whereupon, with an oath, 
the robber presented his pistol and ordered 
the cashier to hold up his hands. 

At this time T. M. Goodwin and D. W. 
Sutton, two -directors, were sitting inside 
the onice and did not pay any attention 
until Mr. Adair, instead of holding up his 
hands, reached for his pistol, lying close by. 
Then the robbers fired on him, the ball 
grazing his head, stunning him so that he 
fell to the floor. 


Cashier Adair Was Game. 

Doubtless the robbers thought Adair dead, 
and rvshed inside to get the plunder, but 
Goodwin and Sutton, being in their way, 
though unarmed, they were fired on and 
Goodwin fell fatally wounded. 

Meanwhile the cashier, from his position 
on the floor, fired two shots at the rob- 
ber nearest him. They were returned and a 
45-calibre bullet went through  Adair’s 
shoulder. He is not considered fatally 
wounded. The bandits then fled with a 
posse of citizens in pursuit. 


KILLED HER WITH AN AX. 
Clinton Price Slays His Wife and 
Wounds His Mother-in-Law. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—At an out-of-the-way place in Han- 
cock county, fifteen miles from Rogers- 
ville, on Sunday last, Clinton Price fol- 
lowed his wife, who had been living apart 
from: him, to her mother’s house, and 
without any provocation, killed her with 
an ax. He then made an attempt to kill 
his little child, but was prevented from 
doing so by some neighbor women. He 
then became enraged with his mother-in- 
law, knocking her down and fracturing 
her skull. It is expected she will die. 
Price then started for the mountains. Of- 
ficers are on his trail.

MISS FLAGLER SENTENCED. 
MUST SPEND THREE HOURS IN 
PRISON AND PAY $500. 


Sune Accidentally Shot and Killed a 
Negro Boy Who Was Stealing 
Fruit from the Yard. 


Washington, February 25.—Miss Elizabeth 
M. Flagler, daughter of General D. W. 
Flagler, chief of ordinance, United States 
army, pleaded guilty of involuntary man- 
slaughter in the criminal court in the

District of Columb‘a today and was sen- 
tenced to a fine of $5300 and three hours’ 
imprisonment in the district jail. 

On August 2d, last, Miss Flagler, who was 
in charge of her father’s suburban: res'- 
dence, fired a small revolver: at a small 
colored boy named Ernest Green, who she 
thought was stealing fruit from her 
father’s grounds. , 

Miss Flagier has always contended that 
her intention was to fire in the air, simply 
to frighten the boy. The moment she dis- 
covered that he had been wounded she had 
him brought, into the house, but he died 
before a physician could be secured. 

The young lady at once drove to police 
headquarters, where she surrendered. Be- 
ing released on bail she left the city, suf- 
fering from extreme nervous prostration, 
but returned to plead to the indictment 
found by the grand jury. After sentence 
had been passed today, Miss Flagler, ac- 
companied by her father and other friends, 
went to the marshal’s office and waited 
a few minutes until the commitment pa- 
pers were made out. These formalities be- 
ing concluded, General Flagler paid the 
fine to the marshal and M’‘ss Flagler, in 
charge of a bailiff, and accompanied by her 
aunt, drove to the jail in her father's 
private carriage followed by General Flag- 
ler. At 12:39 o’clock p. m. the warden 
notified her that her term of imprisonment 
having expired, she was at liberty to go 
her way. She was shortly afterwd?ds re- 
moved by her friends. 

While public sentiment at the national 
capital cord’ally supports the action of 
the grand jury of the District of Columbia 
in indicting Miss Elizabeth M. Flagler for 
shooting and killing Ernest Green, a col- 
ored boy who was stealing pears from the 
premises of her father, there ts a strong 
current of sympathy for the young lady 
running through all classes of Society. Miss 
Flagler is the daughter of General D. W. 
Flagler, U. S. A., chief of the ordnance 
bureau of the war department. She was 
Dorn and reared in Rock Island, Ill. She 
is tall, dignified and graceful, and has 
refined and pleasant features and soft 
brown eyes. It is recalled that when the 
terrible result of her ‘recklessness was 
brought to her notice she was the first 
to run to the wounded boy’s assistance, 
and she rubbed his hands and applied the 
ice bandages to the bleeding wound. When 
informed that the boy was dead she re- 
fused to believe the unwelcome truth, and 
continued her efforts to revive him. The 
followimg day she offered $50, which had 
been set aside for her summer vars tion, 
to the parents of the boy to defray the 
expenses of the funeral. Some years ago, 
while living at Watertown, Mass., she was 
seized with pneumonia, from the effects 
of which she never fully recovered, and 
since which time*she has been somewhat 
of an invalid. One of the effects of the 
malady is an instability and ungovernable 
temper when aroused, and to this is 
ascribed the unfortunate circumstance.

His UnAmerican Utterances Are Causing

RESOLUTIONS THAT SIZZLE 


Foreign Affairs Committee Censures 


Him Severely. 


AMBASSADOR BAYARD MAY RESIGN 


That Is, He Said He Would if the 
House Accepted the Commit- 
tee’s Report. 


Washingten, February 2%2%.—(Special.)— 
The practical settlement of the Venezuelan 
dispute and the re-establishment of amic- 
able relations with Great Britain has 
caused the republicans to return to the 
making of political capital. 

The repuDBlicans of the foreign affairs 
committee seeking political capital took 
up the Bayard matter today and made 
a report cersuring our ambassador to the 
Court of St. James. 

The preamble recites the language used 
by Mr. Bayard, and continues: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
house of renresentatives that Thomas F. 
Bayard, ambassador of the United States 
to Great Eritain, in publicly using the 
language above quoted has committed an 
offense against @iplomatic propriety and 
abuse of the privileges of his exalted. po- 
sition, which should make him the repre- 
sentative of the whole country, and not of 
any political party. Such utterances are 
wholly inconsistent with ‘hat ~ orudent,. 
delicate. and scrupulous reserve which he 
himself while secretary of state enjoined 
upon all diplomatic agents of the T'nited) 
States. In one speech he affronts the 
great body of his countrymen who telieve 
in the policy of protection. In the other, 
speech he offends all his countrymen who 
believe that Americans ‘are cap: of’ 
self-zovernment. Therefore, as the im- 
mediate representatives of the American 
people, and in their name, we condemn and 
censure such utterances of Thomas F. 
Bayard. 

‘Resolved, further, That in the opinion 
of the house of representatives, public 
speeches by our diplomatic or consular 
officers abroad which display partisanship, 
or which condemn any political party or 
party policy or organization of citizens in. 
the United States, are in dereliction of the 
duty of such officers, impair theit useful- 
ness as public servants and diminish the 
confidence which they should always cotn- 
mand at home and abroad.”’

TIE VOTE ON BOND RESOLUTION 


Bacor Believes Congress Alone Should 
Authorize Bond Issues. 


FREE COINAGE DEMOCRATS ARE WITH HIM 


Secretary Carlisle’s Course Sustained 
by Senator Sherman, Who Is 
for “Sound Money.” 


Washington, February 25.—The senate 
Cummittee on finance met this morning 
for the consideration of a number of mat- 
ters of minor importance. 

The only measure of any political sig- 
nificance that was considered was the 
resoluticn of Senator Bacon, democrat, of 
Gecrgia, prohibiting the further issue of 
bends unless such bonds were previously 
authorized by act of congress. Mr. Jiarris, 
of Tennessee, insisted that a vote be taken 
on the subject, for he desired the resolution 
reported. 

This precipitated « discussion, in which 
all the members of the committee en- 
gaged. There were absent Messrs. Jones, 
of Arkansas, and Voorhees, of the demo- 
crats, and Wolcott, of the republicans, alJ 
presumably for the resolution. 

The committee divided on party lines, 
Mr. Jones, of Nevada, joining with the 
democrats. The republicans argued that 
the passing of such a resolution by con- 
gress would mean the repeal of thr resump- 
tion act. under which alone the government 
now has authority to issue bonds. 

To repeal that act, Mr. Sherman con- 
tended, would be to commit financial sui- 
cide; it would leave the treasury stranded 
without a means of relief in the event cf 
trouble. . 

Republicans and “sound money” demo- 
crats, he assured the free coinage mem- 
bers of the committee, would never consent 
to such an act being passed by congress. 
The silver men held while the passage 
of such a resolution would operate as a 
repeal of the existing authority under 
which bonds were issued, it would be the 
best thing for the country, as it wouid 
then force the free coinage of siiver as 
the only means through which existing 
financial ills could be cured, The commit- 
tee, by a tie vote, failed to pass Mr. Ald- 
rich’s motion to report the resolution ad- 
versely, the vote being as follows: To re- 
port adversely: 

Messrs. Morrill, Sherman, Allison, 
rich and Platt, all republicans. 

Against reporting adversely: 

Messrs. Harris, Vest, Waite, Walthall, 
democrats, and Jones, of Nevada, popu- 
List. 

‘The resolution by the vote still remains 
befcre the committee. 

The single standard democrats will prob- 
ably act with Sherman, but Senator bacon 
pays he and all the silver and anti-bond 
senators will push the bill and he thinks 
the senate will adopt it. 

There will be azn interesting contest over 
it. All the strength of jhe administration 
will be thrown against the bill.

THERE IS DANGER OF LYNCHING 


Should Green Be Acquitted of the 
Charge Against Him. 
Jackson, Tenn., February 25.—During 
Christmas week Miles Mitchell, one of the 
wealthiest and most infiuential white citi- 
zens of Whiteville, Tenn., was murdered in 
his granary where he had gone to get 
corn to feed his horses before dawn. It 
was known that Mitchell always carried a 
large sum of money on his person, and on 
this occasion some $600 was taken from the 
corpse. The man’s brains were blown out 
by the charge from a shotgun. Suspicion 
rested upon no one, but bloodhounds took 
the track and ran Hart Green and Moses 
Piertie, both negroes, to cover, and a 

portion of the money was recovered. 

To evade an angry mob the negroes were 
Spirited away to Nashville and placed in 
Jail, where some weeks ago Piertle  sui- 


Green fearing to return to the county 
where the crime was committed for trial, 
Succeeded in getting a change of venue to 
this, Madison county, and tomorrow the 
case will be called in criminal court. 

It ig understood that the vrosecution will 
have a hard fight to make a case out 
against Green, and in anticipation of his 
acquittal, a number of citizens have already 
arrived, and there is some feeling of un- 
easiness as to his fate should the case 
against nim not be sustained. Attorney 
General Howard will do all possible to 
bring the strong points against the negro 
out, and if guilty, convict him and save the 
state the indignity of another lynching, 
which is certain to be his fate, if not con- 
victed legally.

LETTER FROM BOIES. 


WILL NOT CONSENT TO BE A 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE, 
But Will Do All in His Power To Re- 
store Silver to the Financial 
System. 


DesMoines, Iowa, February 25.—(Special.) 
The following letter from ex-Governor 
Boies was received by The DesMoines Lead- 
er today, as to his presidential candidacy: 

“Permit me through the columns of your 
paper to say to all who entertain a desire 
to see men thus honored, that I cannot 
consent to be so considered. I am thor- 
oughly impressed with the belief that we 
have reached a crisis in the history of our 
party that is to determine~its future for 
many years, if not for all time to come, 
and I could not possibly consent to be 
silent or inactive, upon an issue that, in 
my own judgment, so vitally involves the 
welfare of this nation. I am quite willing 
to confess that I have been one of the 
number who read the recent declarations of 
democratic platforms in my own state, and 
of which democratic and republican plat- 
forms by national conventions adopted by 
both of these parties, as solemn promises 
by each to restore silver to the position as- 
signed it in the fundamental law of this 
government as money of redemption, and I 
conscientiously believe that to neglect to 
do this, both in theory and practice alike, is 
an open, flagrant and continuous violation 
of the highest law of this land. 

“IT know, too, that upon thig vital issue 
that, in our judgment, in its importance 
to all our people, completely obscures every 
other. My own party is unhappily divided, 
while overwhelming preponderance of sen- 
timent in the.national republican party 
is in favor of ignoring the plain mandate 
of the constitution and substituting for the 
principle of b.méetallism, upon which our 


| financial system, by that instrument, is 


based a single standard of gold, and I be- 
lieve that if successful in its undertaking, 
as it surely will be if a.ded even by the 
passive assent of the democratic party, the 
death knell of prosperity for the great 
struggling masses of manual laborers in all 
the fields of industry in this republic will 
proclaim the victory thus achieved. 

“It is useless for me to try to believe 
that the adoption of England’s measure of 
values does not necessarily imply the adop- 
tion of Engiand’s scale of wages. I know 
that high-priced labor and low-priced pro- 
ducts thereof are absolutely contradic- 
tory and irreconcilable conditions, both of 
which cannot possibly endure in. the 
same country for any considerable length 
of time, and I know also that if our finan- 
cial system is to be wholly: based upon the 
intrinsic value of the world’s market of 
the number of grains in our present gold 
dollar or of value, we are absolutely at 
the mercy of the money lenders of our 
own and other countries, for the very ne- 
cessities of this government adopting this 
one metal as money of redemption will 
constantly increase the demand for § it, 
and irresistibly continue to enhance its val- 
ue and to the same extent depress the 
price of everything it measures, and if 
this were not true, the market value of no 
commodity on earth is so susceptible of 
manipulation, by interested parties, as that 
of gold, and no combination of men was 
ever formed, or ever will be, equal in power 
to increase at their will the value of their 
own property and thereby control the sell- 
ing price of the great staples of industry 
to that already organized in the banking 
systems of the principal commercial coun- 
tries of the globe. < 

“I cannot shut my eyes to the real issue 
involved in this contest. I know if the pol- 
icy of a portion of my own party and of 
the great majority of the republican party 
prevails, we are to retire $500,000,000 of 
non-interest-bearing national currency as 
sound as was ever issued by any govern- 
ment on earth, and substitute for :t $500,- 
600,000 of interest-bearing bonds, and I 
know that the annual interest of these 
bonds, every cent of which the toilers of 
the nation must provide, will not be less 
than $150,000,000 to be paid in gold, in addi- 
tion to the principal sum, when due. To 
such a”™wrong, as it appears to me, I can 
never knowingly assent.

Will Be Alabama's Delegation to St. 
Louis for McKjnley. 


STRONG FIGHT AGAINST HIM 
But Reed Seems To Have but Little 
Showing—Y. M. C. A. State Con- 
vention—Alabama News. 


Birmingham, Ala., February. 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A prominent republican leader today 
gave out the information that eighteen or 
nineteen of the delegates which would be 
sent to the republican national convention 
in St. Louis in June would be McKinley 
men. Alabama is entitled to twenty-two 
delegates at this convention. He stated 
that twenty counties out of sixty-six in 
Alabama had already held conventions and 
had chosen their delegates to the state 
convention. Of these all but three had 
selected McKinley men as their represent- 
atives. The county conventions will be 
held right along until the state convention 
meets in a couple of months from row. 
A close watch is being kept on the various 
counties by the republican leaders and 
both the western and castern men are 
trying to capture the state. “We've got 
the machinery and good people om our 
side,”’ said the politician teday, “and the 
delegation from Alabama to the St. Louis 
convention will go almost unanimous for 
William McEinley, of Chio, for the presi- 
dential nomination.” 

Chairman Moseley, of the state repub- 
ican executive committee, is making a 
strong: fight against McKinley aud his 
followers, but it seems that he is dving 
his and Reed’s cause but little good. The 
question of fusion with the populite party 
in Alabama is being considered by the re- 
publicans and the McKinley leaders are 
opposing it to the bitter end. All the other 
leaders are for fusion and bope to win on 
that idea. The county convention in Jef- 
ferson does not take place until April, 
but it is believed that a delegation “in fa- 
vor of McKinley will be sent to the Mont- 
gomery convention.

HOUSE SESSION IN DETAIL. 


Dingley’s Fur Seal Industry Bill 
Passed. 

Washington, February 25.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal the house 
in. eemmittee of the whole passed the In- 
dian appropriation without further d'scus- 
sion, the paragraph relating to the pur- 
chase of the title of the Ogden Land Com- 
pany to lands in the Allegheny and Cat- 
taraugus Indian reservations in the state 
of New York having been stricken out by 
unanimous -consent. 

Mr. Dingley called up the bill introduced 
by him and unanimously reported by the 
committee on ways and means, relating to 
the fur seal industry. It directs the pres- 
ident to enter into negotiations with the 
governments of Great Britain, Russia and 
Japan or either of them, for the appoint- 
ment of a joint commission to investigate 
the fur seal industry in all its bearings, 
and to report what, if any,additional reg- 
ulations are necessary for the preservation 
of the fur seal herd. It also provides for 
the establishment of a modus vivend!i be- 
tween the several governments under the 
findings of the Paris tr.bunal in 1893, re- 
specting the protection of the seals, with 
a proviso that if this modus vivendi be not 
concluded in time to govern the season of 
1896, the secretary of the treasury is dl- 
rected to kill every seal that can be reach- 
ed on the Pribylof islands and sell the 
skins for the benefit of the treasury. The 
report of the comm'ttee setting forth the 
necess'ty for the proposed legislation was 
read and the bill passed unan mously, 
as it did in the house last congress. 

To Recount Ballots. 

Three bills local to the District of Co- 
lumbia were passed and the house then 
took up the report of elections committee 
No. 2 on the contest of Robert T. VanHorn 
vs. John C. Tarsney, from the fifth Mis- 
souri district, favoring the contestant’s 
right to the seat occupied by Mr. Tarsney. 

The resolution declaring this to be the 
judgment of the house was read. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Bailey, democrat, of 
Texas, the resolution recommended by the 
minority was read. It provides for the re- 
committal of the contest to the committee 
with instructions to open up the case as to 
the vote of the second, fifth, sixth, seventh 
and twenty-seventh precincts and take tes- 
timony with a view to the segregation of 
illegal from legal votes cast therein. 

Mr. Taylor, republican, of Ohio, filed a 
separate statement of his views. He agreed 
with the committee that upon the testimo- 
ny submitted the contestant (VanHorn) had 
made out its case, but with the minority, 
he held that there should be a recount of 
the baflots cast in the precincts whose vote 
was thrown out by the committee. 

The adoption of the committee recom- 
mendation was advocated by Mr. Strode, 
republican, of Nebraska, in a speech of 
nearly two and a half hours, in which 
he set forth the extent and ¢haracter of 
the frauds committed and contended that 
the conditions were such that the returns 
from the precincts in question could not be 
purged of the taint of fraud, but, as the 
committee had found, must be rejected en- 
tirely. 

Mr. Taylor defended his position in an 
hour’s speech, which held.the attention 
of the house throughvout and at the close 
of which won him many encromiums from 
the older members. 

Hie contended that the fraudulent ballots 
could be segregated from the honest ones, 
and it was the duty of the house to have 
this done before passing on the contest. 
He admitted his belief that if the count was 
made as he recommended it would result 
in demonstrating the fact that VanHorn 
had received a majority of the legal votes 
cast. 

The house at 5:06 adjourned until tomor- 
row with a prospect of spending a day or 
two in the further discussion of the elec-

A VERDICT OF ACQUITTAL 


In the Case of the Alleged Lynchers 
at Walterboro, 8. ©. 

Walterboro, 8. C., February %.—The 
trial of Dr. @. B. Ackerman, a white 
physician, and four associates for the 
crime of whipping to death a negro and 
negress for the alleged offense of stealing 
a Bible from a church, which has been in 
progress some days, terminated at mid- 
night last night in a verdict of acquittal. 

Walterboro, 8. C., February 25.—(Special.) 
A motion for bail was made by the coun- 
sel for the four men who have just been 
acquitted of the murder of Hannah Walker, 
in the case of Isham Kearse, the son of 
the woman who was beaten to death, at the 
same time. They also asked for bail in the 
case of three others not indicted in the 
forner case. Colonel Aldrich argued that 
the cases were practically indentical and 
that the verdict of the jury should be con- 
strued to show that the “proof was not ev- 
ident nor the presumption great.” 

Solicitor Bellinger earnestly opposed the 
motion, claiming to have additional evi- 
dence and that the cases were dissimilar in 
several features. He read an affidavit from 
one of the unindicted defendants saying 
that he was present when these negroes 
were whipped, that ‘the other defendants 
were there and that he begged them not to 
whip the deceased so severely. This was 
one of the witnesses who, when put on the 
stand by the state, in the case just closed, 
refused to testify because he might in- 
criminate himself. The judge declined to 
entertain the motion for bail. 

It is probable another effort will be made 
before another judge. The amount of bond 
is immaterial to them. The state may 
move for a change of venue. 


BASEBALL MEN CONFER. 


Ancual Spring Meeting of the National 
League of P. B. P. Held. 

New York, January 24.—The annual 
spring meeting of the National League of 
Professional Baseball Players commenced 
today at the Fifth Avenue hotel. The prin- 
cipal business of the meeting will be the 
publication of the schedule, which has 
been drawn up by President Nick Young. 
A great deal of work has to be waded 
through before the league will pass on the 
schedule and it is doubtful if it will be 
reached before tomvurrow night. The ap- 
peal of John M. Ward for release from 
the reserve list of the New York club Was 
decided in Ward’s favor. 

The Elbenfield case was referred to the 
president to settle. Both Montgomery and 
Dallas, of the mimor league, claimed the 
services of Elbenfield. The lcague ‘veut 
into executive session at-6:45 p. m. It was 
7 o’clock before the magnates adjourned. 
The time of the meeting was spent in mak- 
ing and discussing changes in the national 
agreement. The first material change was 
the addition of another delegate to the na- 
tional board, which now consists of five 
members instead of four eas formerly. The 
name was changed to the national board 
of arbitration. The fees which each club 
shall pay to the National League for pro- 
jection aro fxed as folluws. Class A, $75; 
B, $50; C, $40; D, $39; E, $20, and F, $19, 
which shall include the right of reserva- 
tion. The board will determine the classes 
on a basis of the population of the cities 
comprising the league’accordiny to the last 
census. : 7 

From October Ist to January Ist Was 
the time lIfmit fixed for the drafting of 
playcrs by National League clubs from 
the minor clubs. This shortens the draft- 
ing period by one month. The sums to be 
paid by league clubs for drafting players 
from the lesser organizations are: To class 
A, $500; B, $300; C, $200; D, $100; E, $75, and 
F, $60. 

National League clubs ure prohibited 
from approaching minor league players 
during the playing season and from making 
arrangements to draft them at the end 
of the season. The conditions as to reléasa 
and reservation remain unchanged. Sec- 
tion 1, of article 23, caused a long and ani- 
mated discussion, and after a lot of debate 
the section was modified to read in part as 
follows: 

“Any club, member of any minor league, 
party to this agreement that shall enter 
into any negotiation to become a member 
or co-operate with any organization woose 
existence shall in any manner conflict with 
the letter and spirit of this agreement, or 
the interests of any clubs operating under 
it, shall forfeit a]jl rights and privileges 
conferred by this agreement, said forfeit 
to include its membership in any associa- 
tion party to this agreement and all rights 
and privileges of players. The penalty 
herein imposed shall be positive and final 
and shall not be revoked unless by unani- 
mous consent of the board, or (upon ap- 
peal) by a three-fourths vote of the major 
league. The same rule applies to managers 
and players.” 

The other changes were typographical 
and unimportant. ;

MADE TO SATISFY A VICE NEW 
HERE, BUT OLD ABROAD. 


Women the Chief Tea Smokers—Ago- 
nies Felt After the First Trial of 
the Cigarette. 


From The New York Sun. 

One of the most injurious and dangerous 
of new fashions is the tea cigarette. That 
this is no empty, baseless story of a new 
craze is shown by the application made 
last week to the commissioner of internal 
revenue at Washington for permission to 
manufacture tea cigarettes in Michigan. 
The applicant was told that to engage in 
such manufacture he must comply with 
the law governing the manufacturing of 
tobacco cigarettes, tea being a substitute 
for tobacco; that he must register, give 
bond, and so on, and that the cigarettes, 
when made, must be packed, stamped, 
branded, and labelled, exactly as the tobac- 
co cigarettes, before the government would 
sanction their removal from the factory 
for sale. 

While the vice of smoking tea is com- 
paratively new in the United States, it is 
not new to Europe. Russia is responsible 
for the tea ci tte, but how the habit 
originated is net known. Tea is to a great 
extent a national beverage in Russia. The 
Russ.ans have tea houses where we have

-sold at the rate of about ten for a cent, 
and their quality may be best estimated 
by the fact that the Russian poor man 
smokes only half and throws the rest 
away. Tea, being so plentiful and cehap, 
may have been tried and found more agree.

Several descriptions of the tea cigarette 
have been printed, but these have erred in 
the presumption that the tea wag taken as 
sold, rolled up in a paper and smoked. 
This would be- practically impossible, as 
the sharp edges of the tea would cut the 
paper in all directions, spoil the draught, 
and render the cigarette unsmokable. To 
make the tea cigarette one takes a grade 
of green tea which has but little dust, 
being composed of unbroken leaf, and 
dampens its carefully, just enough to per-

Stain the paper. The cigarett are laid 
aside for a few days and are then ready 
to be smoked. 

The feeling of a tea cigarette in the 
mouth is peculiar. The taste is not so dis- 
agreeable as might be supposed, but the 
effect on the tyro in a sense of thickening 
in the head and a disposition to take hold 
of something or to sit down. If the begin- 
ner quits then, that setles it: he will not 
try tea cigarettes again. If, however, the 
smoker sit down and a second cigarette, 
inhaling it deeply, then the thickening 
feeling passes and is succeeded by one of

If a tea smoker gets through with 
twenty cigarettes a day, he takes the 
equivalent of about forty cups of tea as 
regards the quantity consumed, or of 200 
cups as regards the effect.

PASSED THROUGH COLUMBUS.

Negroes Bound for Liberia on Their 
Way to the Coast. 
Columbus, Ga., February *5.—(Special.)— 
A special train carrying 200 Liberia-bound 
negroes passed through this city this 
morning en route to Savannah, from which 
point they will sail on the 27th instant for 
the lard of their fathers. This trainload 
fame from Birmingham, and it’ was 
through the efforts of Mr. L. A. Camp, 
passenger agent of the southwestern divis- 
ion of the Central railroad. that they were 
taken to Savannah along this route. The 
negroes are being taken out »%y the In- 
ternational Migration Society, of birrmir g- 
ham, Ala. The greater number of the 


emigrants are from Arkansas, a few hvil- 
ing from Alabama and Mississippi. There 
is another large consignment due shortly, 
numbering about as many as this murn- 
ing’s train carried. These,’ most of whom 
are South Carolina negroes, a few peing 
from Georgia and Florida, will likewise 
be sent by the International Migration So- 
ciety, and will be sent through this city. 
The ship which bears them to Liberia is 
directed to the port .of Monrovia, named 
in honor of President Monroe. 

The plan for raising the amount neces- 
Sary for their transportation, as stated to 
The Constitution's correspon-jent by en 
agent of the society, is as follows: 

Each person desirous of taking the trip 
joins the society and subscribes $1} per 
month until $41, the price of the passage, 
is paid in. Then a ticket is given to the 
negro, and when a shipload is ready to 
set out they are transported across the 
ocean and disembarked upon the shores of 


Liberia.

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THE MOONSHINER. 
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How the Poor Mountaineers’ Distill 
Their Grain, 


AND EVADE GOVERNMENT TAX 


A Statement of Their Condition .from 
One Who Lives Among Them. 
Cruel Working of the Law. 


Mount Airy, Ga., February 24.—Editor 
Constitution: I see from the press that 
sreat arrangements are being made tv 
raid the mountains of Georgia for illicit 
stills. I have lived for a great portion of 
the past eight years in the mountains of 
this state near the center of the region 
of illicit stilling, and I wish to present to 
the public some facts about the moon- 
shiner. 

This name is given to that clazs of our 
fellow citizens who live nearly altogether 
in the mountainous portion of this state 
and who scmetimes distill corn into whisky. 
This distillation is carried on very secretly 
in a primitive manner in secluded locations 
io avoid the payment of the government 
tax upon distilled spirits. By reason of 
the distillation being generally carried on 
at night and often by the light of the 
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moon, the parties so engaged alc given 
the name of moonshiners. The spirits they 
marufacture are generally cailed Blockade 
or Mountain Dew, for the reason that the 
mountaineers who sell it have to use 
various means to avoid detection and it is, 
therefore, called running the blockade, 
I have on several occasions, Waile in the 


woods among the mountains, come upon 
some of these stills on the mountain 
brooks. 


I have also a personal and friendly ac- 
quaintance with many persons who have 
been arrested and imprisoned for illicit dis- 
tilling. 

From my knowledse of these men and 
their surroundings I wish to give to the 
public a plain siatement of the condition 
of this class of our fellow citizens. 

It is well known that the mountains of 
Georgia have a much larger per cent of 
white people than any other portion of the 
state. Nearly all of them are small farm- 
ers—poor men, so far as this world’s soods 
are concerned, and from the want of early 
advantages unlettered men. 

As a class they are shrewd, smart, bright 
people, and now that the schovlmaster is 
abroad jn the mountains, in another gen- 
eration, in all things that make a nation 
great, they will stand with the best type 
of American citizens. Descendants of the 
men who at Mecklenburg, N. C., first de- 
claréd our independence from Great Brit- 
ain, they are especially jealous of their 
personal freedom. 

Among the most unlettered and poorest 
class are found the moonshiners. 

Without. exception they are very por 
men, small farmers, men Who cannot com- 
prehend why they cannot use the proceeds 
of their labor as they see fit. Why they 
cannot convert their corn into whisky when 
their neighbor turns his grapes or berries 
into wine. They distill, to some degree, in 
a spirit of resistance to what they consider 
one of their inalienable rights. 

Hospitable and Honest. 

They are generally hospitable at their 
homes, hind to strangers and honest in 
their dealings—men who you coula entrust 
with any surn of moncy and who abide by 
their agreements. They are without money 
to pay the government tax for distilling 
if they so desired. These illicit stills are 
universally very small affairs, capadlec of 
manufacturing only a few gallons of whis- 
ky a day, and may be said to have no 
effect whatever upon the demand or con- 
sumption of ardent spirits. 

It is said upon the very best authority 
that the ereat distillers of the west ha-’e, 
defrauded tke 
government out of money enough to more 
than pay the national debt. Compared tv 
them the evasions of all the moonshiners 
of the mountains of the United States 
would be but as a drop to a barrel of water, 
These great distillers with immense tncans 
and money repose under the protection of 
the great whisky ring, whose baneful in- 
fluence has extended to our national capitol, 
I am making no defense of illicit distilling. 
It 4s an infringement of the law and should 
be suppressed. But the pur,ose for which 
this is written is to bring to the attention 
of our rulers the manner of :tS suppres- 
sion, so that public opinion may force, 
after u time, a change in this unjust and 
oppressive sysieni. 

Inducements to Informers. 

First, and above all evils connected with 
the suppression of illicit distilling, is the 
money furnished by the gOverninent to 
bribe the informer to give the location of 
the illicit still. 

The officers are allowed in their bill of 
costs paid to them by the government a 
certain sum to be pvid the person inform- 
ing where the iilicit still is lovated. There 
are often in every rrighborhood vagabonds 
who, for money, will give this information 
if they can obtain it, provided their ‘dentity 
is never divulged. ° 

This promise is alwxys given by the 
officers and the name of the informer is 
never given and he is vaid so much money 
after the still has been found. While the 
bribe paid is usually ten «lollars, with an 
addition of immunity from arrest, however 
guilty he may be, it is a great inducement 
to many. Besides the location of these 
stills is of so much value to the officers 
for their fees for arrests, etc., and the 
agreement and bribing is carried on with 
so much secrecy that the entire mattar has 
a suspicion of evil. 

Upon investigation of the lawiessncss 
arising from this system extending to nur- 
der it can always be traced to this evil. 
Parties arrested or their friends often 
suspect the wrong person of giving infur- 
mation. Often the informer who feels safe 
in never having his identity divulged, fran 
malice, implicates innocent parties, causing 
their arrest and imprisonment. Thus feuds, 
whipping and sometimes homicide, causing 
expensive trials, more costs and fees in 
United States courts. This entire system 
of secrecy is contrary to the spirit of our 
institutions, a relic of the dark ages. Our 
courts should refuse to countenance it, 

I made an appeal to the treasury depart- 
ment to refuse tc furnish money for this 
“secret bribe fund,’ as it has authority 
to do so. My appeal was referfed to the 
attorney of this special department. It 
was referred back to me by said attorney, 
with seemingly much virtuous indignation 
at my réequest and I was asked to cease 
correspondence upon the subject. 

Ccmplaint Was Made. 

I brought the matter to one of our con- 
gressmen, but all has avaijed nothing. 

By the law of the land coming down to 
us from our forefathers, any one arrested 
for any crime is entield to be taken befure 
the nearest magistrate in the vicinags 
of the crime to have it determined if there 
is reasonable cause for his detention. The 
local magistrate knowing the parties and 
surroundings is most competent to judge. 
Under the present system the party arrest- 
ed is taken far from his home, family and 
friends in a city among strangers to be 
tried. Always poor, often innocent, the 
victim of these proceedings has no redress. 
If found innocent he is far from home, has 
hat the indignity of imprisonment and is 
often without means to retura. 

There are many romantic gstoriez about 
the danger of capturing illicit stills, nearly 
all of which are fiction. 

The men engaged in this busiress from 
its very nature always flee and never resist 


from th‘s state are insig- 
to its expense 

No blame can be attached to the officers. 
It is the iniquitous fee system, There can 
be no question that it should be abolished 
in both our stafe aod national systems 
and reasonable salaries substituted. it is 
a question of money pure and simple. The 
enforcement of this law in a moral scuse 
is but little thought of. We are tacitly 
permitting secret bribery and arrests wiii- 
out a hearing from the local magistrate 
a a class of our people who have 
not the money and influence to protect 


themselves, 

Before we are aware of it this system 
may be go fixed by the federal authorities 
vpon us that this evil may be presented 


at our own doors.

The Tea Tariff Discussed. 


Editor Constitution—Some time ago, in De- 
cember, there appeared in The New York 
Tribune an article written by Mr. E. A. 
Willard advocating a tariff on tea. I sup- 
pose this gentleman was inspired to write 
this article after reading the editorial in 
The Tribune a few days previous. Since 
reading this article I have repeatedly seen 
in various newspapers. articles written on 
the same subject. These articles evidently 
emanate from the head of some tea import- 
ing house or houses who have large stocks 
on hand, on which they are losing money, 
and their reason for advocating tariff is to 
raise the price and dispose of their present 
stock of cheap goods at a profit. It would 
seem to me, as one coming in contact with 
the buyer every day, that the tariff on tea 
would not on the whole benefit the con- 
sumer, as the writer of these tariff articles 
seems to think. What the people want to 
insure them against the evil which they 
come in contact with continually, that is 
being forced to drink adulterated tea, is 
for congress to pass a law establishing in- 


Spectors in the various ports where 
it is received’ There are  inspec- 
tors but with no _ authority. They 
must. have the authority to destroy 


any or all teas that might come into this 
country without interference from im- 
porters, that is tea that does not reach 
the standard of purity—not only purity, but 
a tea that is within itself a healthy and 
hygienic beverage. 

In part we might concede to our tariff 
agitators their desires by advocating a 
tariff of 25 cents per barrel on all teas that 
cost less than 30 cents a pound, to be based 
on a standard, say of the present market 
value, consequently the low grade, aduliter- 
ated stuff so injurious to the stomachs of 
humanity, would be shut out of our market 
and tne high grade or pure teas would be 
permitted to go to the consumers free of 
duty and would be of great help to in- 
spectors in keeping this abominable trash 
out of our ports. As it is the demand for 
tea, like everything else, is based on the 
price and the importers import this trash 
simply to supply the demand and the job- 
ber buys at a very low figure and selis it 
at 100 per cent profit to the retailer and 
the retailer sells it at 100 per cent profit 
to the consumer, and when the consumer 
receives it he pays about 50 to 60 cents for 
tea that costs originally in Chita or Japan 
from 1 to 3 cents. 

This is a more serious question than the 
average man is capable of discussing, as 
he does not know good tea from a poor one, 
as adulterated tea sweetened with sugar 
and milk becomes quite palatable unless 
it is allowed to boil, and “tea boiled is tea 
spoiled,”” and the consumer unknowingly 
drinks day after day this poisonous bever- 
age, and poor humanity empties this abom- 
inable poisonous drink into his stomach, 
which causes disease to the stomach and 


kidneys and eventually destroys’. the 
foundation of their systems. 
Congress cannot too soon pass some 


bill to remedy this evil and do away as 
speedily as possible with the importations 
of these cheap and poisonous teas which 
are artificially colored and made sightly by 
the use of plumbago, Prussian blue, soap- 
stone, glue and Chinese blue mud. 

The importers for some time past have 
been complaining about the falling off 
of the tea trade, but they do not feel the 
decline in the market so much as one 
who comes in contact with the buyer, and 
they do not know how hard it is to. sell 
goods of that class, as all the jobbers 
try to get it as low as possible, and some 
times they buy as low as 6% cents a pound. 
This is brought about by all importing 
houses being so desirous of disposing of 
this vile trash. The importer is to blame 
for importing this abominable substitute 
called tea. and he should have discounte- 
nanced it altogether and not for a moment 
lent himself to degrade his business by 
importing poisonous drugs disguised under 
the name of tea. The best remedy that is 
known to the trade is for the importer to 
refuse to purchase this vile stuff from the 
growers in the orient, as it is only fit to 
use as a fertilizer and not as a beverage. 

When the importer recognizes the fact 
that he alone is to blame for the decline in 
the tea trade or a falling off in the con- 
sumption of tea. he will discontinue the 
importation of all low grade teas and im- 
port nothing but a pure article, which is 
beneficial and not detrimental to the hu- 
man svstem. Tea is one of the most ex- 
hilarating and beneficial of beverages and 
also a great tonic to the nervous system. 

If the tea trade jis to grow we must have 
a revolution, for the veople are becoming 
educated on the subject, and if vou do 
not give them an article that suits the 
nalate thev will certa'niv: renwiiate it. 
This revolution cannot berir too soon. and 
the writer hones to sea in the near future 
all this vile, adulterated trash shut out of 
ovr markets by a bill passed bv congress 
making it impossible to bring {ft inte our 
ports. W. C. PHELPS.

The Great Artist Always at Work, but 
Open to Visitors. 


HIS HOME IS IN LONDON 


Mrs. Tadema’s Studio—A Household 
of Artists and Authors—How the 
Tademas Entertain. 


London, February 16.—The house which 
is inhabited by Mr. and Mrs. Alma Tadems 
is situated in St. Johns wood, a locality 
much patronized by artists, most of whom, 
while desirous of living in London and of 
being in the center of the life of the great 
metropolis, yet are anxious to get as far 
away as possible from the dust and smoke 
of the city. The gilass-covered pathway 
stretches in a curve toward the house, 
either side banked with brilliant colored 
flowers, while the floor is paved with spe- 
cially designed tiles bearing the letters L. 
A. T. quaintly intertwined, and the very 
iron supports of the glass roof bear the 
name of the king of this enchanted land 
instead of the ordinary scroll work. As the 
path sweeps around to the front door, the 
bank of flowers breaks on the right hand 
and discloses a marble basin into which a 
fountain splashes and plays. Above the 
door, which is bordered with some fine 
bronze work,is the friendly greeting “Salve,” 
here more than a mere formality,-and as 
the portals fly open in response to 4a re- 
sounding knock from the wonderful bronze 
knocker the eye is dazzled by a flight of 
gleaming steps of exquisitely polished brass, 
which rise to the studio door, on which 
hangs a superb brass shield, a gift from 
the famous sculptor, George Simmonds, 
who executed it for his friend. 


The Conservatory. 

Turning to the left from the entrance hall 
we are in a huge domed conservatory, with 
palms rising high above the head and ferns 
and exotics growing luxuriantly on every 
side. Beyond ig another hall, where from 
the mantel the words of Richard II, “I 
count myself in nothing else so happy as in 
a soul remembering my good friends,” 
speaks a cheering welcome. This hall is 
paneled some five feet high with white en- 
ameled wood, and each narrow panel bears 
a signed painting by some celebrated artist. 
The subjects are widely diversified; one 
artist has chosen a corner of the house 
itself for his picture: another contributes 
an exquisite nude figure; a third shows a 
glimpse of tempest tossed sea, in striking 
contrast to which are a calm, peaceful 
landscape and a branch of delicately tinted 
apple blossoms. Mr. Tadema himself has 
added a ribbon-like frieze of the flowers 
he loves so well, aglow with life and color, 
which gives a perfect finish to this diminu- 
tive art gallery. In one corner is a little 
niche filled by flowers and curios, wuich 
show particularly well against a _ back- 
ground of exquisitely painted tiles, a bit 
of Mrs. Tadema’s work, while the floor is 
paved with tiles designed by her husband 
and expressly made in Naples. 


Mrs. Tadema’s Studio. 
A wide staircase leads upward to the 
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chief studio, the ballustrade hung with 
gorgeous embroideries from Japan, and 
under an arched doorway is the entrance 
to Mrs. Tadema’s studio, the subdued tones 
of which are in striking contrast to the 
greater part of the house. Mrs. Tadema’s 
devotion to everything Dutch is a warm 
compliment to her husband, and here in her 
own sfudio'she is surrounded by the quaint 
old Dutch objects that she loves to paint. 
The high windows, with their leaded panes 
of white and faintly tinted old stained glass, 
occupy nearly the whole of one side of the 
room, while the wide-open fireplace takes 
up another. The greater part of the room 
in paneled with oak and the ceiling was 
beautifully arranged under Mr. Tadema’s 
direction to utilize some very fine old Dutch 
carvings. The entrance from the hall is 
through a screen of carved oak arcades. 
Another door in the panels leads through 
a passage lined with old Delft tiles whereon 
is depicted a Dutch canal scene, to the 
library, while a diminutive oaken staircase 
rises. to the coziest of anterooms, almost 
entirely filled by a huge carved four-post 
bedstead. Here, too, are the Dutch cradle 
and the old press which have figured in 
many of Mrs. Tadema’s paintings, while a 
curious brass basin and cap replaces the 
conventional wash hand stand. 

The studio itself is filled with objects 
d’art, blue china and curios of every de- 
scription, while the cozy old chairs are up- 
holstered in embroidefies and brocades 
whose colors are softened and subdued by 
age. A wonderful bird cage hangs from the 
ceiling, brass bowls stand on the chimney 
piece, things of interest and beauty catch 
the eye on every side, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Tadema are fain to pardon those who stare 
op2n-eyed at all these treasures. 

In the Dining Room. 

Passing through the library we come to 
the dining room, a long room, one side of 
which is paneled with oak and has a fitted 
oaken sideboard. The walls are hung with 
golden paper, and the chief pictures are the 
artist’s portrait of his wife and youngest 
daughter. The dining table, like everything 


else in the room, is of original design, for | 


it is long and very narrow and affords no 
space for elaborate table decorations. 

From the side of the dining room another 
flight of brags steps leads once more to.the 
great studio, but it is broken by a little 
atrium decorated in the Pompelian style. 
There are long lounges, bookshelves laden 
with interesting volumes, bound in the most 
original styles. Some of them aré price- 
less collections of notes and manuscripts; 
many of them are very old; all of them are 
of great interest. Opposite the bookshelves 
in a long, high desk, whereat Mr. Tadema 
stands and personally indites all his cor- 
respondence. In a corner there is a marble 
basin lit by a skylight, and it was here that 
the artist contrived to see the shower of 
roses for his Heliogabalus picture, by hav- 
ing them thrown in from above on to the 
maribe floor. As if in memory of that 
pérfumed rain, dried rose leaves still lie 
scattered on the edge of the basin: faintly 
scenting the air. An alcoved recess leads to 
the gallery of the studio, while mounting 
the brass steps at the farther corner you 
pass into the great studio. 


Mr. Tadema’s Studio 

Of all rooms in the house, this is of 
course the one most stamped with the in- 
dividuality of the artist, as he reveals it to 
the public in his work. He himself speaks 
of his house as a series of backgrounds to 
his pictures, and it is naturally in his stu- 
dio especially that he has provided himself 
with suitable surroundings. The room has 
more than one entrance, but only one small 
door is visible; the others are merely pan- 
els, which are usually concealed by the 
wall into which they slide, rich curtains 
breaking the outline of the opening. The 
great domed roof is overlaid with silver: 
the floor is exquisitely inlaid with parquet 
designed by Mr. Tadema. Facing the great 
window with its clear north light, is the 
apse surmounted by the inscription “Ars 
longa vita brars.”” It is lined with cush- 
ion seats, and hung with gorgeous old red 
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the light filters dimly through Mexican 
onyx and delicately veined transparent 
marble. Here stands the piano, a marvel 
of satinwood, inlaid with tortoise shell, 
mother-of-pearl and silver. The inside of 
-2¢ lid is lined with vellum, and thereon 
are inscribed the autographs of all ihe fa- 
mous musicians, and their name is legion, 
who have played on or been accompanied 
by the piano. The walls of the studio are 
lined with beautiful woods and matchless 
marbles, while the gallery, which runs 
along one side, is ornamented with classic 
scenes in bronze. Here and there quaint 
s.ttle legends are introduced into ine decor- 
ation, such as “As the sun colors flowers 
so art colors life.’’ <A little ante-room is de- 
voted to paints and brushes, and the great 
easel stands on the polished floor facing the 
wide window. The room is full of treas- 
ures. 
Tadema’s Early Struggles. 

Lafurens Alma Tadema was born at 
Dronryp, in Holland, on January §&, 1836. 
His father died when he was barely four 
years old, and his childhood was one of 
many deprivations and but simple pleas- 
ures. His mother, to whom he was very 
deeply attached, was a woman of strong 
character, and when she was left with a 
family of small children, only the tw9 
youngest of whom were her own, and a4 
very limited income on which to support 
and educate them, she bore herself with 
energy and courage. Laurens was the dar- 
ling of her heart; but she refused to al- 
low herself to be convinced of nis genius, 
fearing, no doubt, the glamor of her par- 
tiality. 


Wanted Him To Study Law. 

Circumstances had made her extremely 
practical, and she would not listen to the 
prayers of her son that he might study 
art. It was decided that he should be made 
a lawyer, and he did his utmost to submit 
cheerfully to the career which maternal 
love had marked out for him, although €v- 
ery moment he could steal from work was 
devoted to drawing and sketching, 21d his 
tasks were often neglected in the pursuit 
of his passion for art. He was educated 
at the public school at Lenwarden; but the 
routine of his work there was intensely irk- 
some to him, and among all his studies the 
only one that appealed to him was Roman 
history. He induced his mother to wake 
him at daybreak every morning—by means 
of jerking a string fastened to his big toe— 
and worked at his drawing. with untiring 
energy till it was time for school. 

In 1851, when he was only fifteen, without 
having ever received proper tuition, he 
sent a portrait of his sister to one of the 
Dutch galleries, which was duly accepted 
and hung. But the fearful struggle between 
the inborn passion of the lad and the de- 
sire to do what he regarded as his duty to 
his mother, was more than his health 
could bear. His strength gave way com- 
pletely, and the doctors who attended him 
gave it as their verdict that his days were 
numbered. Anxious that his few remain- 
ing months of life should be as happy as 
possible, his mother’s resolution at last 
gave way, and young Tadema was given 
his heart’s desire. The fierce struggle was 
over and under the new conditions he 
soon regained his health, for though the 
future still held many difficulties, they melt- 
ed before the invincible determination of 
the young genius. 

After leaving the art school, the young 
artist entered the studio of the great his- 
torical painter of Belgium, Leys, who ex- 
ercised a deep and lasting influence on 
Tadema’s work, and it was when studying 
with Leys, at the age of twenty-three, tnat 
he assisted that famous artist in painting 
the frescoes of the Antwerp Guildhall. On 
the death of his first wife the mother of 
his two daughters, in 1869, he took up his 
residence in London, becoming a natural- 
ized British subject a few years later. In 
1871 he married Miss Laura Theresa Epps, 
whose striking features and wonderful 
red-gold hair we have admired in so many 
of *her husband’s pictures, and whose 
clever painting would have made ‘he rame 
of Tadema well known, even if it had rot 
been illustrated by the genius of her great 
husband. 

Tadema in His Studio. 

Mr. Tadema is one of the neatest of men; 
his studio is always the picture of order, 
no spot of paint has ever fallen upon the 
parquet, never does a paint brush lie neg- 
lected upon the floor. His brushes are like 
new in their absolute cleanliness, and he is 
so particular on this point that even his 
artist daughter is scarcely to be trusted 
with the labor of cleaning them. “Pere 
always! says I make the handles greasy,” 
she laughingly tells you; “he can’t bear 
anyone to wash them but himself.” 

One of Mr. Tadema’s recent and finest 
pictures, one on which he was engaged 
more than three years, is called “Spring’’— 
a vast procession of girls laden with spring 
flowers, brilliant hued scarlet anemones 
and yellow narcissus and softer tinted blue- 
bells. From the marble galleries on either 
side the crowd looks down and showers 
flowers upon them as they pass by. Among 
the throng you can recognize faces that 
tell you that the artist does not go only to 
professional models for the faces he paints. 
There is Ellen Terry, with the flowing red 
tresses of Cordelia, gazing upon the flower- 
laden children, while from above the pro- 
file of Mr. and Mrs. Henschill watch the 
procession of youth and spring. 

Mr. Tadema's work is already fraught 
with sadness to his friends, for each of his 
pictures is the grave of many others. He 
never makes sketches, and could we but 
peel the paint in layers off each completed 
painting we should find many a change of 
scene. The procession of spring time once 
moved under a wonderful domed ceiling, 
but it did not satisfy the artist, who had a 
feeling for the blue sky, and the ceiling was 
painted out, to the bitter chagrin of many 
friends. Nor would they cease their lamen- 
tations at the destruction of this exqul- 
site piece of work till Mr. Tadema prom- 
ised that they should see it again, and 
it was to this promise that “Unconscious 
Rivals’"’ owes its origin. The ceiling was 
painted once more and the two girls were 
inserted as a subject.

Consequently, from the (Clev2lind 
point of view, it would be better for the 
democrats to indorse the British gold 
Standard and be defeated than to in- 
dorse free coinage and win. Should the 
democrats win on a free coinage plat- 
form, the programme of the money 
power would be at an end. That vroat 
combination of national. banks, bond- 
holders and gold speculators, native 
and foreign, would no longer be able to 
rob the people by means of a constant 
increase in the artificial value of gold. 
But if the democrats indorse the British 
gold standard the interests of the money 
power will be safe, no matter which 
way the wheel turns. If they are de- 
feated, the republicans will win and 
the result will be the same. So far as 
the money power is concerned, it would 
be another case of “heads I win, tails 
you lose.” 

In the course of his letter Mr. Well- 

man, who, as we have taken occasion 
to mention in these columns, is one of 
the best informed of the Washington 
correspondents, says that if the 
“sound” money forces go into the con- 
vention without a “great leader.” Mr. 
Cleveland’s “sense of duty” might easi- 
ly induce him to take the nomination on 
a “sound” money, greenbacks retirement 
platform. 
That would certainly be the proper 
combination. If the eastern democrats 
propose to wreck the democratic party 
it will be in accordance with the fitness 
of things—the unities will be admirably 
preserved—if Mr. Cleveland can be in- 
duced to lead the wreckers. 


The Cause of the Farmers Is the 
Cause of All. 
The New York Herald is beginning to 
open its eyes to a condition of things 
that has long been attracting the atten- 
tion of thoughtful people. Our contem- 
porary has received some of the ad- 
vance sheets of the report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, showing the money 
values of the principal American crops 
in recent years. 
These reports, as The Herald remarks, 
furnish some _ startling revelations, 
especially to that large class of busi- 
ness men who have closed their eyes to 
the ruinous effects of the appreciation 
of gold, as compared with all other com- 
modities. But they are not startling 
revelations to those who have watched 
the course of events in the light of the 
axioms that have been laid down for 
their guidance by all the great finan- 
cial authorities of the world. For the 
results that now appear to The Herald 
as startling revelations were predicted 
by bimetallists years ago, and there has 
hardly been a month, since 1878, that 
The Constitution has not warned its 
readers of the inevitable results of gold 
monometallism—the appreciation of 
gold at the expense of.the products of 
human labor. 
These results, as Mr. Robert Giffin ad- 
mits, have been staved off, as the phrase 
is, first by the Bland-Allison act, which 
added to the volume of silver, which 
was then recognized as redemption mon- 
ey, and by the Sherman act, which 
made welcome additions to the paper 
currency of the country. But, since 
the repeal of the Sherman act, without 
further remedial legislation, even those 
who were blind before have been able 
to witness the results of the single gold 
standard on property values and on 
prices. 
The Herald presents its figures under 
the head of “Recent Fluctuations in the 
Nation’s Wealth,” but it strikes us, and 
we think it will so strike our readers 
when they have studied the figures, that 
“fluctuations” is a very modest term 
with which to describe the awful losees 
that have fallen on the producers of t%e 
country even since 1893, to say nothing 
of the still more extraordinary losses 
they have suffered if comparison be 
made with 1873. In 1890 the three cereal 
crops of wheat, corn and oats were 
valued at $1,310,000.000, and in 1891 
they put into the pockets of the people 
the sum of $1,582,000,000! Even in 1892, 
in the face of a disastrous drought, cov- 
ering the whole grain producing region, 
the value of the cereal crops was more 
than a billion of dollars, amounting to 
$1,173,512,122. But in 18938 and 1895 
their combined value dropped to $995,- 
000,000, or less, reaching last year only 
$969,000,000—being $204,000,000 less 
than in 1892,°$341,000,000 less than in 


41800, and $613,.000,000 less than in 1891. 


Thus we see that in three years—with 
nothing whatever to explain it but the 
appreciation of gold—the agricultural 
producers of the country (not counting 
the producers of cotton) lost the stupen- 
dovs sum of $1,158,000,000—ONE BIL- 
LION ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY 
EIGHT MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 
But the tables printed by The Herald 
enable us to add cotton to the list. Ac- 
cording to the reports of the agricultu- 
ral department the value of the four 
great crops stood as follows in 1891-92:

have lost on their crops alone, since 
1890, a sum equal to $1,178,000,000—near- 
ly TWO BILLIONS OF DOLLARS. . 

But this is not the whole story, nor 
even half of it. The tables reproduced 
by The Herald take no aceount of the 
decline in the values of farm lands, and 
in the value of all landed property 
which has taken place since. Such 
spoliation as this for the benefit of the 
bondholders, the gold speculators and 
the money power has never before been 
witnessed in the history of the civilized 
world. 

If these stupendous losses, which the 
reports of the agricultural department 
chronicle, fell wholly on the farms, on 
the men who produce the four great 
crops, such men as Thomas Hitchcock 
(who controls the financial views of The 
New York Sun) might be justified in 
claiming that those who urge the re- 
monetization of silver are in favor of 
class legislation; but the fact is, and it 
ought to be plain to every person of 
ordinary intelligence, that this. immense 
loss to the farmers is a loss to the 
whole country—a loss to the business 
aml mercantile community, a loss to the 
railway corporations, a distinct loss to 
the trading capital of the country. For 
every dollar lost to the farmers there 
ig a dollar lost to the merchants and 
There can be no trade 
to amount to anything when the prod- 
ucts by which wealth is created and 
debts paid are depreciated to the extent 
shown by the official figures we have 
quoted. A man’s capacity to trade is 
limited by the amount of money he can 
afford to spend. Cut off his supply of 
money by low prices, and he cannot af- 
ford to buy. He is extremely fortunate 
if he can manage to pay his debts and 
his taxes without being driven to the 
necessity of borrowing. 

We repeat that every dollar lost to 
the farmers of the country, who create 
wealth and make the payment of debts 
possible, is a direct loss to the business 
interests of the whole country, for the 
money that has been lost would enter 
into all the thousand and one chan- 
nels of trade, enliven business, create 
an active demand for the products of 
manufacturing industries and ‘open up 
new fields of development. 

In this matter, the wage earner in 
New England is even more seriously af- 
fected by the low prices of farm prod- 
ucts than the farmer himself. Does 
any sensible mind need to have a dia- 
gram of this fact in order to under- 
stand it? 
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At Work in Douglasville. 

It is pleasant to find amid the devel- 
opments of politics that there are some 
communities which have something else 
to think about. The people of Douglas- 
ville are in this condition and have 
come to the wise conclusion that a new 
cotton factory is something to be pre- 
ferred to maas meetings. 

These people have held several meet- 
ings, out of which developed a plan for 
the building of a cotton factory which 
will give work to hundreds of people. 
So enthusiastic are the projectors of 
this enterprise that they declare that 
the new factory will not be completed 
before the plans will be under way for 
several others. 

Douglasville is an excellent town, 
with a splendid population. Her busi- 
ness men are the equal of any in the 
state. The progress and prosperity of 
these people is ever dear to The Consti- 
tution, which wishes for their enterprise 
the greatest success and commends the 
example to other points in the south. 
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Belligerent Rights for Cuba, 

It seems strange that when the Ameri- 
can people, without regard to party, are 
calling for the recognition of Cuban bel- 
ligerency. The Spanish government 
should be using the full force of Ameri- 
can power to suppress the cause of the 
insurgents. 

While the Cubans are in the field 
fighting for the freedom of their native 
land and while over the island there 
reigns a terror such as has never been 
known before, the fangs of Spanish in- 
fluence are felt in the United States and 
men who imagine themselves to be free 
from Spanish espionage are dogged 
down and arrested by American offi- 
cers whose aid has been invoked from 
the Kscurial. The story of the seiz- 
ure of the Bermuda illustrates this 
point. It seems that in every seaport 
of the United States there are Spanish 
officers who command the active sup- 
port ef the American officers in sup- 
pressing all efforts toward aiding the 
Cubans in their struggle. Through the 
agency of port officers, of revenue tugs, 
and all the forces of the United States a 
more desperate war is being waged 
against Cuba than it would be possible 
for Spain herself to make. 

Meanwhile General Weyler is carry- 
ing on his campaign of blood in the 
fated island. With a smile on his face 
he tells the outside world that he is 
doing nothing in the way of persecuting 
the Cubans, while secretly he is hound- 
ing them to death. Many cases are 
known where he has ordered the mass- 
acre of prisoners who had surrendered 
to his authority. The purpose of all 
this is to spread terror and dismay 
throughout Cuba in the hope that the 
men in the field may Ssceatter. 

The other night there were two cele* 
brations in which American citizens 
raised their voices for Cuban independ- 
ence. The one was in Key West, the 
other in New York, and yet in this 
land of freedom, where it is unlawful 
for a Cuban to seek to aid his native 

land, it is perfectly lawful for the 
forces of the United States to be placed 
at the disposal of the unconscionable 
Spaniards. It is time that this state of 
affairs was changed. If Spain has a 
right through her agents to work 
through the American channels against 
Cuba, then Cubans should be permitted 
to have the same right to serve their 
country. The United States could not 
do less than to place the two parties on 
terms of perfect equality. Really more 
should be done. By all the traditions 
‘of our country we are committed to the 
cause of freedom wherever that cause 
shows itself to have behind it men 
brave enough to uphold it.

There are developments in the sena- 


torial contest in Kentucky which point 
to schemes deeper than have yet been 
made public. The statement of Senator 
Pearl, a republican, that Hunter could 
not be elected senator, but that the 
deadlock would be broken by the elec- 
tion of a so-called “sound” money dem- 
ocrat, is very significant. 

During the gubernatorial contest in 
Kentucky a great many so-called demo- 
crats flocked to the leadership of Colo- 
nel Bradley, the republican nominee.

Charles Emory Smith, editor of The 
Philadelphia Press and also a candidate to 
succeed Senator J. Don Cameron, has little 
faith in the sincerity of the Quay boomers 
and thinks that Senator Quay is playing 
a shrewd game. In speaking of presidential 
politics, however, and in commenting upon 
Frederick R. Coudert’s statement about a 
third term for President Cleveland, Mr.

TWO STORIES UNDER EARTH 


The City Likely To Trade with the 
Venable Brothers. 


BOTH PROPOSITIONS DISCUSSED YESTERDAY 


And the Plans in Detail as Well as 
Outline Were Talked Over—A 
Meeting Friday Afternoon. 


The present indications are that before 
the end of March 1597 the city’s officials 
will be housed in a magnificent ten-story 
building, a building constructed of Stone 
mountain granite and steel, and as abso- 
lutely fire-proof as a building can be 
made, 

The special committee from the general 
council, Mr. Inman, chairman, Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr. Thomas, met yesterday to 
confer with the Messrs. Venable relative 
to the propositions those gentlemen had 
submitted. In addition to the members 
of the special committee, Captain Clayton, 
city engineer, was present on the part of 
the city with plans and figures showing 
the amount of floor space the city would 
require. and the manner in which it would 
have to be divided to accommodate the 
city’s necessities. 

It was in response to a request from 
Mr. Inman that the estimate was made 
by Captain Clayton, the aity engineer, 
and a most careful estimate it was. The 
engineer, in making the estimate, dupli- 
cated for the benefit of the parties at in- 
terest, and when Mr. Inman called the 
meeting to order, a copy of the estimate 
was in the hands of the Messrs. Venable, 
as well as in the hands of Mr. Inman and 
the members of the committee. 

Mr. Sam Venable laid upon the table 
before Mr. Inman a photograph of the 
architeet’s designs for the building the 
Venablie brothers contemplated erecting 
on the old capital site. The photograph 
showed a building of magnificent appear- 
ance, with an attractive and imposing 
entrance on Marietta street and almost 
as fine entrance on Forsyth street. 

“That,” said Mr. Sam Venable as he laid 
the photograph upon the table, “is as near 
our designs as we have progressed, but 
it is not near complete. That shows a 
building superior to anything in Atlanta 
and inferior to nothing in the south. Sut 
that is not as imposing as the building we 
are going to erect in Atlanta. There are 
many details not shown in that photo- 
graph, which will enhance the real worth 
of the building. It will be constructed 
of Stone mountain granite and steel, and 
will be absolutely fire proof, at least as 
near fire proof as it is possible to make 
a building.”” Captain Clayton’s estimaie 
of the space the city would need was pre- 
sented. The estimate showed that At- 
lanta would need for all purposes 40,0U0 
square feet of flooring. 

“That,” said Captain Clayton, “means 
nearly four floors of the building.’ 

The estimate showed that each floor 
would contain 12,000 square feet and that 
two of them would be necessary to sup- 
ply the demands made by the military of 
the city. It showed the number of square 
feet the mayor's office should have and 
the space requisite for a good command- 
ing council chamber. The estimate read: 
Mayor's office, square feet, 1,200; council 
chamber. square feet, 3,000; comptroller’s 
office, square feet, 1,200; tax assesscrs, 
square feet, 1,200; marshal’s office, square 
feet, 700; clerk’s office, Square teet, 1,000, 
collector’s office, square feet, GUN ; Wwater- 
works, square feet, 1,200; committee pub- 
lic works, square teet, OU; Sanitary, 
sjyuare feet, 6; electrician, square teet, 
300; building inspector, square teet, SUU; 
city engineer, square feet, 1,200; military, 
top floor, square feet, 12,000; military, next 
floor, square feet, 12,000; basement, water- 
works shops and storage, square [eet, 
1,200; committee on public works, storage, 
square feet, 400; charitable association, 
square feet, 600; total square feet, 70,100. 

‘If the city wants pleasant and com- 
modious offices, offices that the conditions 
existing require, it will take all that 
space,” said Mr. Clayton. “Of course, 
the city can crowd itself and consume less 
space. You all know the demands made 
upon each of the departments as well as 
1 do, and you can judge for yourselves

“But will the military need that much 
space?’’ asked Mr. Inman. “Two floors: 

“That’s about it,””’ was Captain Ciaytons 
reply. ‘“‘It will take one floor for the drill 
hall and another for the companies ol the 
regiment to have for storage Of arms, UNi- 
forms and other property.” — 

The members of the committee discussed 
the location of the council chamber, the 
mayor’s office and the offices for the other 
oflicers and in the discussion moved them 
.rom the second floor up to the top and 
back down again. One of the many propo- 
sitions made appeared to catch the entire 
committee. It was the location of the coun- 
cil chamber on a floor, the floor, however, 
not designated, with fhe offices of the may- 
or, the city clerk, the city comptroller, the 
city marshal and others ayound it, the coun- 
cil chamber occupying ali the floor except 
an even and uniform width to be cut off 
all around for offices. 

Light for the council chamber and venti- 
lation, too, as well as both of these requi- 
sites for each of the offices and committee 
rooms, were discussed. Mr. Venable ex- 
plained the plan to show that the wide al- 
ley on the south side of the building would 
give light and ventilation enough for a 
stranger not to appreciate the fact that the 
building was not really alone and unsur- 
rounded. 

“What about vaults for the papers?’ ask- 
ed Mr. inman. 

“The buildihg,’’ said Sam Venerable, “will 
be fireproof. It will be built of Stone moun- 
tain granite and steel. Steel for three or 
four of the stories is here now. It would be 
almost imposs:ble to build a vault for some 
of Atlanta’s papers, but they can be provid- 
ed with apartments as good as a vault. 
How would you put Engineer Clayton’s 
maps and other paper of that kind in a 
vault?” | 

‘“‘Atianta,” said Mr. W. H. Venable, “thas 
papers that could never be replaced of they 
were destroyed by fire. A million dollars 
would not cover that loss. In fact, the loss 
could not be replaced in some instances.” 

“The flooring,” said Mr. Venable, “will 
be in keeping with the rest of the building. 
We are going to put a building there of 
which Atlanta will be proud and which will 
be a great advertisement to us. 

‘"There are several parties who are anx- 
ious to get a chance to furnish the city with 
Only today, since dinner, I re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. James, who wants 
to make the city an offer,’’ said Mr. Inman. 

“We are willing,” said Mr. Venable, “for 
the city to hear from every one and if the 
city can do better than we offer we will 
gladly retire from the contest and give up. 
We are satisfied that no one can do better 
than we have offered, however. We will 
put up a building that will be as imposing, 
if not more imposing than the Equitable. 
It is about the highest point in the city and 
right across from the post office. In that 
very immediate neighborhood more large 
buildings, public and private, are going up 
than at any point in the city. It is in the 
very heart of the moving people of At- 
lanta. I mean by that the people who 
must get out to attend to any kind of busi- 
ness. 

“Now, the truth is, gentlemen, we are 
putting up that building as an advertise-

There is considerable activity in political 
circles preliminary to the coming clectiva 
ef commissioners. The council will name 
successors to Captain Wnglish and Mir. 
Stockdell at its meeting to be held next 
Monday end already the matter is the sole 
topic of discussion among the politicians. 
The importance of the outcome of the race 
in political fields is well known, Upon the 
result much depends and it will end the 
battle of the clans until the election for 
new councilmen and a mayor pext Decem- 
ber. 

It has been pretty generally conceded that 
Captain English and Mr. Stockdell wiil be 
their own successors.

; Financial Gossip. 

From The New York Stockholder. 

Sentiment has been very susceptible to 
morning cables from London, and h.gher 
prices and buying orders from that center 
during the past week were the basis on 
which room traders worked successfully to 
put prices up. 

It iooks now as if the market would con- 
tinue professional, With Kurope a potent 
factor, pending the development and vopera- 
tion of new forces in speculation. Only 
an increased-demand from outside sources 
can give us a good. broad market or much 
of an advance from the present range of 
prices. 

Improvement in general business would 
mean a better public -inquiry for stocks 
and a better commission business for brok- 
ers. So it will be interesting to consider 
the chances in that direction. For some 
time past trade has everywhere been re- 
Stricted by the unusual monetary condi- 
tions breught about by the floating of the 

_ government loan. 

That transaction is now practically con- 
cluded. The gold reserve has in conse- 
quence not only been restored to the hun- 
Gred million mark, but will soon stapd 
tnuch higher, and this without the pre- 
dicted serious entrenchment upon it by the 
purchasers of the new bonds. As the bond 
deal made money tight its consummation 
should make it easier, for with the cause 
will disappear also the effect. 

This much is in favor of a recovery in 
the business of the country. It is already 
beginning to make itself felt, too, with 
the continued gain in confidence resulting 
from the successful financing of the gov- 
ernment, but it is feared that the continued 
depression in staple products will make 
commercial recovery slow work. 

Wheat, corn, cotton, wool, leather and 
iroa continue to decline, which is one of 
the depressing facts of the hour and it 
is, indeed, almost incredible that as Dun’s 
Review points out commoditias as a whole 
are now at the lowest range ever known.

New York, February 25.—Prices early in 
the day got a setback of 5 points on this 
crop and 4 on the next, for Liverpool was 
lower and the market still felt the effects 
of rumors that some of the New England 
mills will soon go on short time. Liverpool 
was not only lower, but its spot sales were 
small. Estimated receipts at New Orleans 
tomorrow were comparatively large. Dry 
goods were quiet, silver was lower, there 
was no agressive speculation for long ac- 
count and the room traders were inimical 
to a rise. In fact, there is a pretty good 
local short interest here. In the late busi- 
hess some of these shorts covered, and this 
caused arally. One thing that heiped them 
to see their way clear to cover was a sud- 
den increase in the export demand here, 
-600 bales being taken for export. It is 
supposed that the export business today 
would have been larger but for tne scarcity 
of ocean freight room. Prices closed 3 to 
4 points higher on the genera] list, with 
sales of 171,700 bales, closing steady. Re- 
ceipits at some of the inter. or towns, not- 
ably Houston, Memphis and Augusta, were 
So small as to attract general attention. 
New Orleans lost 5 points early but recover- 
ed the loss and advanced 2 to 3 points. The 
ports received a little more than the esti- 
mate, the total being 17,770 bales, making 
49,300 thus far, against 60,337, the same time 
last week. Savannah, Augusta and St. 
Louis declined 1-l6c. Mobile was easy and 
New Orleans steady. New York sold 2,870 
bales, New Orleans 3,000, St. Louis, 790, Sa- 
vannah 612 and Augusta 301. Exports were 
14,500 bales. Augusta received 1,480, against 
3,088 last week and 5,780 last year; St. Leuis 
201, against 236 last week and 629 last year. 
Liverpool declined 1-32d, with sale of 8,000 
bales on the spot. Futures declined 3 points, 
this crop showing more weakness than 
the next. Port Royal cleared 5,333 bales 
for Liverpool. In Manchester yarns were 
Steady and cloths in moderate demand. 
New Orleans estimate for tomorrow was 
24,700 to 3,200, against 8,000 last week, 2,200 
last year and 4,467 in 1894. Houston esti- 
mate tomorrow was only 2,000, against 3,687 
last year. Houston received 4,703, against 
4,721 last week and 7,563 last vear. Arriv- 
als at Galveston and New Orleans were 
small. Commercial paper is a little more 
active, and money is tending toward easier 
rates. Time loans are more freely: offered.

There was a good deal of chang- 
ing here today from March to May, July 
and August. Liverpool mail advices state 
that an excellent business is being done ina 
Manchester.

The Dry Goods Market.

That is, transactions of 
sume volume have been more frequently 
reported here and there, while buying on 
the port of the general ruzx of the pur- 
chasers has been no more spirited than 
before. Any extens.on in individual or- 
ders can readily be traced to the reduced 
prices lately quoted. The apathy of the 
trade at large in the face of these reduc- 
tions is, however, beyond doubt disappoint- 
ing to agents and their manufacturers. 
Either by way of open reductions or quiet 
concessions values of all regular cotton 
goods have heached a level which, if not 
actually the lowest on record, is relatively 
to the cost of production as unremunera- 
tive as any hitherto recorded. Under such 
conditions, and in view of the further fact 
that unsold stocks are large in the aggre- 


gate, it is not surprising that rumors are cur- 


rent of impending curtailment of produc- 
ton On a liberal scale. In the woolen goods 
division, the condition of the men’s wear 
fabrics departments is also unsatisfactory. 
The fall season's business so far has been 
indifferent, pr’ are irregular and in sev- 
eral direct'ons .veakening, and some im- 
portant mills have adopted a short-time 
schedule. Specialties in cotton ‘dress goods 
and woolen and worsted dress fabrics have 
done well and are satisfactory exceptions 
to the general situation.” 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, February  25.—(Special.)—A 
fresh decline in Liverpool and the threat 
that there would be large tenders upon 
March contracts tomorrow caused a weak 
opening here today, and May sold down 
to 7.61. For a time the impression gen- 
erally prevailed ‘that there would be a 
further break tomorrow, but some well- 
posted houses were noticed to be quiet 
but persistent buyers at the decline, and 
their example soon found imitators. Prices 
gradually hardened, and when it was 
whispered around that arrangements had 
been made to export 10,000 bales of the 
expected deliveries upon March contracts 
there was a rush of the shorts to cover, 
and the merket became firm.

Chicago, February 25.—-The result of the 
day’s trading in the wheat’ market has 
been quite a surprise to traders and a 
big disappointment to the bears. The firm 
Liverpool cables caused a firm feeling 
around the opening. Professionals supplied 
the wants, and holders seemed anxious 
to realize on prospects of large world’s 
shipments to Europe. There were a num- 
ber of reports as to the amount of the 
estimate, but it was quite a while before 
the official report was received. e ag- 
gregate proved to be _ 8,100,000 bushels, 
which was above the theoretical fequire- 
ments and caused quite a weak feeling. 
The market, however, acted very stub- 
bornly which made shorts nervous, and 
when it became apparent that profession- 
als, who sold early, were buying back 
their lines, there was a general demand 
from all parts of the pit. This buying 
continued during the remainder of the 
session. There were also free purchases 
for New York account on the large ex- 
port business reported at the seaboard, 
one message claiming sixty loads. There 
Was a good inquiry in the market for 
cash wheat, but the advarce in price in- 
terfered with transactions. The most bull- 
ish news received, and which had consid- 
erable to do with the short covering, Was 
principally due to Argentine crop and sur- 
plus. The damage to wheat in that coun- 
try was fully confirmed, and it is claimed 
its exportable surplus will not be over 
15,000,000 bushels against from 30,000,000 to 
40,060,000 usually exported from there. An- 
other report says that the province of 
Santa Fe, the largest wheat producing 
region of Argentine, will have a_ crop 
from 30 to 40 per cent less than last year. 
Bradstreet’s made a decrease in the 
world’s visible supply of 15,000,000 bushels. 
There is quite a variance between Thom- 
ason’s estimate of the farm _ reserve 
on-March Ist and the estimate as sent 
out by The Trade Bulletin. The former 
makes the amount 157,000,000 and the latter 
197,000,000. The market closed barely steady 
at about top prices for the day. 

Coarse egrains, especially corn, have 
shown considerable strength. There ap- 
pears to be a good cash demand for corn, 
as well as a good inquiry for export. Com- 
mission houses’ have been fairly large 
buyers. The advance in wheat was a4 
help. 

Provisions suffered a decline under large 
receipts of hogs and free selling by pack- 
ers and holders. There seems to be little 
speculative demand except to fill short 
contracts. 


The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder 

There has been a lack ef stimulating 
trade developments in the wheat situation 
recently, and the more important bear 
operators have made the most of their op- 
portunity. Jt is only another illustration 
of the tendency of prices to decline in all 
commercial markets unless speculation is 
stimulated by an active force and an un- 
usually strong situation. There has been a 
dist:nct loss in the potency of the elements 
which produced the recent advance by the 
partial withdrawal of export orders, but 
the bears made little progress toward a 
lower level of prices last week, and as the 
present situation has very much the ap- 
pearance. of being an unusually strong 
one, there is great encouragement to buy 
wheat on the weak spots. 

The stocks of western Europe have been 
allowed to run down in expectation of lib- 
aral shipments from Russia and Argentine 
in the near future, but while this expecta- 
tion is likely to be realized to a greater 
or less extent, the best information inda- 
cates that the supply from those countries 
will be smalier than last year and more or 
less American wheat w.ll be needed right 
along for mixing purposes at any rate, ior 
the quaiity of the Argentine wheat is uni- 
versally reported to be poor. Then India 
and Australia can supply very little this 
year towards the needs of HKuropean im- 
porting countries, and the Pacific coast sur- 
plus siocks are greatly reduced by the pur- 
coases for Australia and south Africa. 
In view of these conditions a renewal oft 
the export demand for American wheat 
would not be surprising at any time, and 
the purchases ou ime decline of last 
Weanesaay 15 an indicauon that murupean 
buyers are disposed to take our’ woeat 
whenever they see a favoravie opportunity. 

Another tactor which is likely .o nave an 
important inhuence On the speciW.ative 
situation before long is the condit.cn of the 
Srowing crop of winter wheat. ‘iNat grain 
ig now passing through one of the most 
trying periods of its growth, and in view ol 
the fact tuaca large part of tue crop ras been 
unprotected by suow ie weather has not 
been tavorabie. ‘iak.ng into consideration 
also that the drouth or last fall prevented 
the plant trom obtaining a favoravle start, 
it will be very surprising if the trade is not 
treated to a large batch of crop damage 
reports trom country points bLelvre many 
weeks are past, and if the country comes 
into the market as a buyer, it will take 
less force to advance pr.ces now than it 
did last spring, owing to the stronger sta- 
tistical situation. 

The receipts of spring wheat were small- 
er iast week, probably owing iarge:y to the 
recent storms, for there is iittie reason to 
think the northwestern movement w.lil be 
oher than large for a long time to come. 
The receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth 
for five days last week aggregated 1,‘41 
cars, against 3,053 cars for six days in the 
previous week, and 2,424 cars for six days 
in 1892, 

How much of the wheat in store in 
the northwest hag already been sold for 
export or shipment to the east at the open- 
ing of internal navigation cannot be even 
approximately stated, but the amount is 
believed to. be very considerable, and the 
demand for eastern shipment and interior 
consumption is likely to cause a rapid dis- 
tribution and disappearance of stocks on 
the opening of navigation. The trade sit- 
uation at all other points in the country 
continues very strong. The marketing of 
winter wheat continues light, and country 
millers have been active buyers at Chicago, 
which is the only point outs:de of the north- 
west where there is not an actual scarci- 
ty of wheat. Although the No, 2 red win- 
ter wheat has been steadily held at a large 
premium in that market, it is be ng con- 
stantly reduced by the purchases of 
country millers, and is now only a little 
over 6,000,000 bushels. This is the only 
notable stock of red winter wheat avail- 
able in the whole country, and there is 
every indication \that country reserves are 
small throughout most of the winter wheat 
states, 

The export clearances of wheat and flour 
from the. chief Atlantic ports for the five 
days showed a decrease of about 190,000 
bushels compared with the like period in 
the previous week, and of corn a decrease 
of about 517,000 bushels. 

European market cables seem to reflect 
a generally quiet and steady tone. Engiish 
authorities in the — trade all agree 
that the statistical situation is the strong- 
est seen in several yea but the trade is 
evidently waiting for Russia dnd Argentine, 
although available supplies are reduced 
to the needs of the next few weeks. The 
Englishmen are notably the cleverest buy- 
ers in the world, but they probably do not 
mean to be scared into buying any more 
wheat in this country for prompt shi 
ment than is absolutely necessary, 
the seaboard are based upon an 
rail fre ght rate from the northwest. There

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Commission Handling Re- 
vised Demurrage Rules. 


The railroad commission had a decidedly 
lively session yesterday over a revised set 
of demurrage rules, drafted in consequence 
of a petition lately filed by a large number 
of coal and lumber dealers and shippers, 
through their attorney, Mr. Charles J. 
Haden. The Macon board of trade became 
a party to the petition at its preliminary 
hearing and injected a knotty issue. The 
Macon merchants did not relish the suspen- 
sion of demurrage charges in Atlanta, while 
the rules were being enforced rigidly by 
the Southeastern Car Association in their 
city, and called loudly for uniform rules. 

Mr. Kershaw, of the Macon board of 
trade, testified before the commission at its 
former session in regard to the hardship 
the unequal regulations caused his people 
to endure. 

Yesterday Major A. R. Lawton, general 
counsel of the Central railroad; Mr. J. S. B. 
Thompson, assistant general superintendent 
of the Southern railroad; Captain J. C. 
Haskell, commissioner of the Southeastern 
Car Service Association; Captain B. G. 
Purse, of the Savannah board of trade, and 
the Savannah Freight Bureau; Colonel C, 
L. Pettigrew, attorney for the car service 
association; Superintendent Kline, of the 
Central, and other prominent gentlemen, 
appeared before the commission. 

Captain Haskell made an able and com- 
prehensive showing on behalf of the car 
service association and emphasized the posi- 
tion taken by the railroads that they had 
the right to suspend demurrage charges at 
such competitive points as were touched 
by roads not members of the association, 
and that would not enforce demurrage. 
He strongly opposed the extension of free 
time allowed shippers in which to discharge 
ears of freight. The lumber and coal deal- 
ers had asked for seventy-two hours free 
time, while the-old rule allowed forty-eight 
hours. The new rules drafted by the com- 
mission, subject to further consideration, 
allow forty-eight hours, beginning at 10 a. 
m. following the day of notice, or seventy- 
two hours when notice shall be given by 
mail, which in either case is a considerable 
extension over the old plan. 

Mr. Haden, on behalf of the coal and lum- 


ber shippers, urged the adoption of the pro-~ 


posed rules, especially the time extension 
feature, and also that clause which re-

NEW CONSTRUCTION.

It is expected to complete the Gulf and 
Ship Island road in Mississippi to Hatties- 
burg by July Ist. 

Negotiations are in progress for the con- 
struction of the Mobile, Jackson and Kan- 
sas City from Mobile to Jackson, Miss. 

Rapid progress is being made in laying 
the tracks on the St. Louis, Avoyelles and 
Southwestern between Bunkie and Simms- 
port, Ala.—twenty-six miles. 

Efforts are being made to build an ex- 
tension to the Suffolk and Carolina from 
Montrose to Eatonton, N. C. 

A new syndicate has been organized to 
complete the Tennesssee Central. 

Efforts are being made in. Virginia to 
incerporate a company to build @ road 
from Roanoke to Radford. 

Preliminary steps have been taken by 
the Ohio River, Augusta and Savannah 
to build a line from Rabun Gap to Savan- 
nah—296 miles.

Argument in the Herrington Bros. Case 
Will Be Heard Today. 


The Charges of Fraud Made by Several 
Banks Will Be Investigated by 
the Attorneys. 


The famous Harrington brothers’ case 
was brought up yesterday morning before 


Special Master James A. Anderson. 

A hearing of the evidence in the case 
was held during the morning hours in the 
office of the special master and all parties 
to the suit were represented by special 
counsel. The hearing will be again resumed 
this morning at 10 o'clock, and it is prob- 
able that the entire day will be consumed. 

The case grows out of the charges of 
fraud which were preferred at the time that 
Harrington Bros. failed in Newnan in May, 
nearly two years ago. Harrington Bros. 
at that time conducted a very large cotton 
business and had agents and buyers lo- 
cated at many of the smaller towns and 
Villages in western Georgia. These agents 
would buy large quantities of cotton, which 
would be paid for by tie bank located in 
the town and a bill of lading would be 
given the bank as a@ security for the 
money. which had been invested in the 
cotton. 

The nearest cotton compress was located 
at Newnan, and it was to this point that 
most of,the cotton was shipped for com- 
pressing. At the time of the failure Har- 
rington Bros. had a large quantity of cot- 
ton on hand, so it is said, but as soon as 
the shipment had been made charges of 
fraud were made by several of the banks 
with which the firm had been dealing. 

The charges were of a very sensational 
character, and it was alleged that Har- 
rington Bros. in collusion with the cotton 
compress company, had directed a large 
shipment of cotton to another point than 
that named in the bill of lading which was 
held by various banks, in this manner 
causing the security to be not even worth 
the paper on which it Was written. 

Many of the most solid banking institu- 
tions in the south were caught in the fail- 
ure in very large amounts and several 
suits were immediately filed by the banks 
which held bills of lading. The banks which 
joined in the suits were the LaGrange 
Banking and Trust Company, the BKarm- 
ers and Merchants’ bank, of Hogansville; 
the bank of Opelika, the bank of LaFayette, 
the bank of Alexander and the bank of 
Senoia. The railroads over which the cot- 
ton was shipped were also interested par- 
ties. The suit is now pending trial in New- 
nan. 

Yesterday morning a hearing was given 
that branch of the case which is in the 
hands of Special Master Anderson. The pe- 
titioners are represented by Attorneys W. 
J. Sanford, of Opelika; J. R. Dowell, of 
Lakayette, Ala., and King & Spalding. 
Other creditors are represented by Attor- 
neys Freemau & Wr.ght, of Newnan; R. 
A. 8. Freeman, of West Point, and Mr. 
Burton Smith. N. J. & T. A. Hammond 
represent the receivers of the Savannah 
and Western railroad, 

The defendants are represented by Or- 
lando McLendon, of: Newnan, and Hillyer, 
Alexander & Lambdin. The hearing in the 
case will be resumed this morning and will 
be continued until the argument on the 
evidence :s all completed. 

Harrington Bros. is said to have carried 
on one of the largest cotton businesses 
in the south and nearly every town and 
hamlet was covered by special agents who 
were sent out by the firm for the purpose 
of buying cotton ffom the planters, As 
soon as the cotton was bought the bales 
would be marked for shipment via Newnan 
for compressing and the bills of lading 
which were taken from the railroads on 
which the cotton was shipped were trans- 
ferred to the banks, These bills of lad.ng 
were held by the banks and the money 
was then paid the planters. The cotton, 
so it is said, instead of being shipped as 
directed in the bill of lading, was sent 
in another direction and the banks found 
that their security was worthless.

Two Southern States. 


From The Griffin News. 
The Nashville Southern Trade Review 
draws a striking contragt in the growth of 
the two states of Tennessee and Georgia in 
the two decades from 1870 to 1890, and fur- 
nishes some figures that are worth the 
study of those who are interested in the 
problems of progress and development. 

In 1870 the population of Tennessee and 
Georgia was the same. In 1880 the former 
led by 540, but in 1890 the latter had a lead 
of 66,835. In 188) Tennessee led Georgia in 
the total’ value of property by $112,000,000, 


‘but in 1890 Georgia led by $22,000,000. 


The greater growth of Georgia in popula- 
tion and wealth did not come*“of any su- 
periority in natural advantages. Tennes- 
see has richer lands and greater mineral 
resources than Georgia, and the sole cause, 
therefore, of Georgia’s greater progress 


been made by her people. 

There is no reason to question the superi- 
or activity of the Georgia people. Much 
has been done in the way of expositions and 
other advértisements of Georgia resources, 
and the Georgia people have gone into the 
manufacture of cotton and other products 
with probably more vim than any other 
southern state. 

Outside the mineral regions of East Ten- 
nessee the state has gone along usually in 
the old way, small effort to attract immi- 
gration or cutside capital being made. 
There are many indications now of a live- 
lier spirit on the part of the Tennessee 
people, but the greater growth of Georgia 
in Ss two decades mentioned was undoubt- 
edly due to Georgia's geater exertion. 

These figures are a direct answer to the 
question, Does it pay a state or community 
to advertise? If in two decades Georgia 
made a gain over Tennessee of more than 
70,000 in population, and 134,000,000 in 
wealth, and it all came, as it undoubtedly 
did, of Georgia a herself known to 
the world, it follows does the night the 
day, that the state that so bestirs itself 
is bound to-succeed, while the state that 
doesn’t will be left out of the procession. 

But Tennessee is doing better. There is 
a marked industrial renaissance in the Old 
Volunteer Commonwealth. The coming cen- 
tennial exposiuon is an evidence of the 
awakening and the progress that has been 
ea will make Georgia look to her

The Jew at the North Pole. 


From The Atlanta Jewish Sentiment. 

The Atlanta Consttuton publishes an 
article referring to the reputed finding of 
the north pole by Explorer Nansen, and 
Says that a people speaking the Hebrew 
language live there and are supposed to be 
members of the lost tribes of Israel. In 
this connection it may not be inappropriate 
to recall an old legend extant among the 
orthodox Jews of Russia, regarding this 
subject, and which confirms the report of 
the explorer. 

Years and years ago, so the story runs, 
an exiled Jew on the bleak wilds of north- 
ern Siberia, in an effort to reach an over- 
hanging branch of a tree, placed his foot 
upon a log of wood floating on the water. 
No sooner had his foot touched the log when 
it seemed inspired with lite and moved 
rapidly off, bearing the exile away toward 
the vast ice fields which were plainly 
visible and plentiful toward the nurth. 
Rapidly the current swept the log north- 
ward, bearing with it the unfortunate Jew, 
who was so benumbed with fear and cold 
that he was unable to formulate a plan 
of escape from his perilous position. For 
three consecutive days and nights the pris- 
oner clung to the log, pass.ng through 
towering helds of icebergs and dashing un- 
der arches cut by the current through the 
sky-scraping fields of ice. Out into beauti- 
ful sunshine our traveler eventually emerg- 
ed. The grass was green, the trees were 
garbed in the splendor of nature, and the 
birds made merry music on every branch, 
Pevuple, numerous in numbers, were congre- 
gated on either bank of the stream, all 
dressed in holiday raiment of the finest 
texture, but similar in character to the 
clothing worn by our ancestors two thou- 
sand years ago. The current of the stream 
having ceased to flow, the log drifted to the 
bank and the almost famished and thor- 
oughly frightened traveler repeated for the 
thcusandth time the Hebrew words snama— 
Iscael, and in uncertain nianner disinounted 
from the log. The inhabitants crowded 
about, and speaking in Hebrew (with which 
language he was thoroughly conversant) 
searned of his need of food and rest, and 
supplied those wants, after which wey in- 
quired from whence he came and whither 
he was going. Numerous inquiries were 
made regarding the people who lived be- 
yond theirs circumscribed world, and in 
reciprocrity informed* him of themselves 
and their mode of living, which had in no- 
wise changed since the advent of the Chris- 
tian era. They worked and worshiped, even 
as did the Jew in ancient times when Pal- 
estine was a garden and Jerusalem the 
center of civilization. The traveler learned 
that these people were the lost tribes of 
Israel, who had migrated to this goodly 
country, lead by a descendant of Aaron— 
named Joseph—who had passed away with- 
out leaving any descendants. With them 
they had brought many of the vessels and 
much of the paraphernalia of Solomon’s 
temple, and patterned their house of wor- 
tp after this famous temple of Jerusa-

A Young Girl Shot by Jealous Lover 


‘ Sunday Night. 
THE BULLET STRUCK HER HEAD 


The Young Woman Was Entertaining 
Friends When the Bullet Crashed 
Through the Street Window. 


Mary Walker, a young working girl resid- 
ing on Berean avenue, near Iswald street, 
in the far eastern part of the city, is lying 
at her home dangerously wounded on her 
head—a wound inflicted by a would-be as- 
sassin Sunday night last. 

The young woman was fired at through a 
window of her parlor. Her head was 
struck by the bullet and by shattered glass 
from the window. The wound is an ugly 
one and the physicians have not been able 
to determine exactly what the result will 
show. 

It appears that the shot was fired by a 
jealous lover of the young girl. She was 
entertaining two gentlemen friends about 
9 o’clock Sunday night when the shot was 
fired from the street. While sitting near 
the window, the party talking, a bullet 
crashed through the glass and struck the 
young woman in the head. The lead en- 
tered just above Her ear, knocking her 
senseless. 

The young men quickly rushed to the 
street to apprehend the assassin who fired 
the shot, but when they reached the side- 
walk the miscreant had fled and was out of 
sight. No trace of the would-be murderer 
could be found and the attention of the 
callers was devoted to caring for the girl. 
She lay prostrate on the floor and the 
young men picked her up bleeding and 
groaning in pain. She was carried to her 
bed and one of the young men hastened for 
a doctor. 

Dr. Stone responded to the call and dress- 
ed the girl's wounds. He found her dan- 
gerously, but not necessarily fatally hurt. 
He at once began work to save her jiife. 
Last night she was resting well and those 
about her thought that she would recover. 
She knows nothing positive about the shoot- 
ing, but suspects that the bullet was fired 
by a young man formerly her friend. 

Up to midnight last night no arrest had 
been made in the case. It appears that lit- 
tle or no attention was paid to the case un- 
til Captain Jennings directed an officer to 
investigate it yesterday. The matter was 
known to one or two of the police Monday, 
and when Captain Jennings heard of it yes- 
terday he started an investigation which 
may lead to the arrest of the culprit. 

A young factory hand, Charley Boyd, was 
arrested about midnight by Officer Coker, 
but was ordered released this morning. In- 
vestigation appears to fasten the shooting 
on a brother of the young boy who was ar- 
rested by mistake. He was released after’ 
being questioned and an effort is being 
a to locate his brother, a factory hand 
also.

report. Colonel Meadows argued that the 

te of ey had been shamefully mis- 

presented By the manner in which the 
convict lease system had been pictured by 
/the prosecution. 

“Was it not the state of Georgia,” said 
he, “that originated the convict lease sys- 
tem? Did’ she ‘not fix’ it upon herself? 
Has she not sustained it for seventeen 
years, and has she not appointed her own 
Officials to inspect it and to see that every 
camp in Georgia was ptoperly controlled 
and regulated?’ 

Colonel Meadows argued that the state 
of Georgia was satisfied with the lease 
System, having recently provided by spe- 
Cial legislative enactment that after the 
expiration of the present twenty-year lease 
the convicts might be leased again for a 
like period of time, in the discretion of 
the legislature. 

After specifying the various charges on 
the proof of which the lessees might be 
legally called upon to surrender their con- 
tractS With the state, Colonel. Meadows 
went on to show, according to ‘he’ evi- 
denice, that none of these charges had been 
sustained with reference to the!canips of 
Colonel James M. Smith. In «this con- 
nection the speaker referred to the report 
of the principal physician of the peniten- 
Uary, using several statements of that 
report in refutation of the charges brought 
against the convict camps of Colonel 
Smith. He argued that under the testi- 


| Tony it was clearly shown that none of 


the convicts were mistreated, and that all 
of them were sufficiently well fed and 
clother. Colonel'Meadows argued that it 
was no proof of the charges brought 
against the camps to show that a convict 
just returning from the fields was in a 
dirty and disordered condition. According 
to this superficial view of the case, a 
thousand well-to-do, industrious farmers 
might be condemned, and men like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, who came up from the dregs 
of poverty, would be entitled to no con- 
sideration. The fact that a man looked 
dirty on returning from his work was no 
evidence ggainst that man. So far as his 
own camps were concerned, Colonel Mea- 
dows ‘claimed that instead of being a dis- 
grace to the state, they were a credit to 
the state and to the convict lease system. 
He did not believe that public opinion 
could be controlled by the extravagant 
charges brought against the lease system, 
and felt that all wrongs against the sys- 
tem committed by reports of the legis- 
lative committee would be corrected by the 
proceedings before the governor. 

Referring to the witness who had _testi- 
fied against the camps of Colonel Smith, 
he testified that one of these was a perjur- 
ed criminal and the other a drunken con- 
vict guard, who had been discharged for 
“general cussedness.’”’ The witnesses for 
Colonel Smith were all men of character, 
who had been with him for years, and 
whose testimony could be relied upon. He 
discussed in detail the testimony of the 
whipping boss at Smithsonia, who had 
been in the employ of: Colonel Smith for 
fifteen years. Colonel Meadows spoke for 
nearly an hour and a half. 

Colonel Shubrick’s Defence. 

Colonel E. T. Shubrick made the next 
speech. He -.discussed the origin of the 
convict lease system, referring to the min- 
utes of the state executive department. It 
was found necessary in the beginning, said 
Colonel Shubrick, to divide the convicts of 
the state in order to carry out the provis- 
ions of the statute and supply each con- 
vict with enough hard labor to keep his 
time employed. As the number of camps 
increased it became necessary to increase 
the number of state officials whose duty 
was to visit these camps and to see that 
all the rules for their proper government 
were enforced, The office of assistant keep- 
er of the penitentiary was created by a 
special act of the legislature during the 
session of 1881. If any convict was found 
to be maltreated it was the duty of this 
official to report the same to the execu- 
tive department and the governor would be 
authorized to hold a court of inquiry; and 
in his discretion impose a fine or cancel 
the contract with such offending lessee. 
Colonel Shubrick reviewed the various 
dealings of the state executive department 
with the convict lease system, 
in what manner complaints had been pre- 
ferred and how proceedings had been di- 
rected. If the convict officials were found 
to be at fault the judgment of the convict 
should be directed against offending par- 
ties and not against the convict lease sys- 
tem. Colonel Shubrick further argued that 
‘all the whipping bosses were appointed sub- 
ject to the approval of the governor and 
could be discharged only by him. 


Mr. Burton Smith’s Argument. 


Mr. Burton Smith, representing the camps 
of Mr. Julius L. Brown, began to speak at 
11 o’clock. He discussed the high judicial 
character of the court and the nature of 
the charges preferred against the convict 
lease system of Georgia. “The state offi- 
cials,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘“‘are charged with 
gross negligence in the performance of 
their duties to the public and the convict 
lease system of Georgia is on trial.” Mr. 
Smith argued that the court had no juris- 
diction of the minor charges brought 
‘against the camps, such as shortage of 
food on particular days. This was beneath 
the dignity of the court. The court would 
never have been convened for the purpose 
of investigating these minor particulars. 
Had the more sweeping charges of the 
house report been omitted these proceed- 
ings would never have been instituted. 

Mr. Smith, after the general introduction, 
started out by ridiculing Judge Adamson 
for calling attention to the large salary 
drawn by Mr. Julius L. Brown as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing 
and Investment Company. “He labors un- 
der the mistaken idea,” said Mr. Smith, 
“that your excellency impersonates a jury 
and thinks by calling attention to this 
enormous salary of $6,000 a year that he 
can prejudice your mind against my client. 
To such a distinguished and successful 
lawyer as my friend, Judge Adamson, I 
should think the sum of $6,000 would be 
small indeed.’’ 7 

Discussing the evidence Mr. Smith re- 
ferred to the testimony of each witness, 
showing that ample food and clothing had 
been provided for the convicts. “I want 
you to bear in mind,” said Mr. Smith, ad- 
dressing the court, “that we have intro- 
duced no convicts to testify for the de- 
fense. Our witnesses have all been men of 
high character and standing, some of them 
officials of this state and members of the 
legislature. None of our witnesses have 
been inmates of the penitentiary or in any 
way under moral or physical control. The 
convicts introduced by the defense have 
either served out their time or received 
their pardon from the governor, and have 
testified as free, unbiased citizens.” 

Mr. Smith discussed at some length the 
testimony of the assistant keeper wf the 
penitentiary, Mr. Jake Moore, whose cuty 
it was to visit the camps each month. 

“‘What does he testify?” asked Mr. 


Smith. 


‘Does he prefer charges against

house committee of the legislature.”’ ~ 

Mr. Smith discussed the condition of the 
various camps represented by him, applying 
the charges of the bill to each of them in 
Succession and showing, under the testimo- 
ny, that none of these charges were well 
Sustained so far as the Dade and Bartow 
camps were concerned. 

In this connection. Mr. Smith ridiculed 
Colonel Hammond for insinuating by ques- 
tions put to the witnesses that the healthy 
condition of convicts was produced by eat- 
ing fat meat. “I am surprised that my 
able and gifted friend, a graduate of the 
State university, should take the position 
that fat is produced by fat. I would in- 
form Colonel Hammond that fat is produc- 
ed by sugar.” 

Referring to Dr. Bush, the principal phy- 
sician of the penitentiary, Mr. Smith made 
the point that Dr. Bush had made use of 
capital letters in the middle of his seritences 
in prescribing bath tubs for the convict 
camps. “This, of course,”’ said Mr. Smith, 
“is not due ‘to the ignorance of Dr. Bush, 
but rather to his blind idolatry to the bath 
tub.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smith went on to show that the 
letter purported to have been written by Dr. 
Bush prescribing bathhouses for the con- 
victs had never been received by Mr. 
Brown. Nothwithstanding this fact, how- 
ever, ample facilities for bathing had been 
provided at the camps. 

Mr. Smith next argued that the whipping 
bosses at the various camps were appointed 
subject to the approval of the governor. 
“The whipping boss,’ said he, “‘is the sole 
agent of the state, authorized to adminis- 
ter punishment and is required to make a 
written report to the governor each month 
concerning the number of convicts punish- 
ed. The state, therefore, is responsible for 
the manner in which the whipping boss 
performs his duty.’’ 

Discussing the political feature of the 
proceedings, Mr. Smith argued that some 
men were always on the watch for some 
opportunity to ride into public office, and 
for that reason it was a popular political 
argument to condemn the convict lease sys- 
tem. He declared the report of the legis- 
lative committee to be nothing more nor 
less than a political attack upon the offi- 
cials of the state. - 

“The idea has gone out,’’ said Mr. Smith, 
“that the convict lessees have fattened 
under the convict lease system. This is not 
the case. Quite the reverse is true. Instead 
of making money the lessees have suffer- 
ed the loss of immense sums of money, 
the lease system having cost these lessees 
$500,000. This investigation, I belive, will 
show the people of Georgia the true con- 
dition of affairs. In bringing these facts 
before the people I think it will be clearly 
shown .that the lessees of these convicts 
are not so barbarous as they have been 
represented.”’ Mr. Smith went on to. show 
that for several years the Dade Coal Com- 
pany had realized no profit from. convict 
labor. Mr. Brown had even sacrificed his 
own salary to purchase supplies for the 
convicts. 

Referring to the water treatment, Mr. 
Smith argued that the state of Georg’a, 
and not the convict lessees, was responsi- 
ble for this punishment, and it was incum- 
bent upon the state, if this method was 
culpable, to condemn or remove the whip- 
ping boss. He undertook, however, to de- 
fend Captain Cox, whose name has been 
associated with the water punishment dur- 
ing the investigat'on. He did not believe 
that Captain Ed Cox would be the proper 
man to preside over a female seminary, 
but he considered him the right man for 
dealing with convicts, as he was a brave, 
fearless man and had been a convict him- 
self, according to his own testimony. 
Though Captain Cox indulged frequently 
in explosive language, Mr. Smith did not 
consider him as wilfully profane. He stated 
further that Captain Cox had been ap- 
pointed by Governor Northen on the re- 
commendation of such men as Judge W. 
L. Calhoun, A. P. Stewart, G. H. Tanner, 
W. A. Osborne and A. M. Reinhart, all of 
them good men and supposed to be aware 
of the fact that Captain Cox was a swear- 
ing man. 

Mr. Smith went on to say in regard to 


the water treatment that if this mode of |

treatment was cruel and inhuman 
State of Georgia was guilty of the charge 
as her own officials had inflicted the pun- 
ishment and her own officials had charac- 
terized it as harmless. “The punishment 
of convicts,’’ said he, “is not committed to 
the lessees and the lessees are not respon- 
sible for the harsh treatment of convicts.” 

Mr. Smith referred to the method of water 
punishment employed at the Ohio peniten- 
tiary and discussed at some length the

Chief Donalson Is Still at Work on 
Exposition Matters. 


STOCKER WANTS A WAREHOUSE 


The Surveyor of Customs Calls for a 
Bonded Warehouse—What He 
Has To Say. 


Mr. Walter A. Donaldson, chief of the ex- 
position customs department, is still in At- 
lanta. 

The report that Mr. Donaldson and his as- 
sistants had departed is false. He is still 
here delving among the ‘papers and records 
that accumulated during the fair, not in 
the [ittle square structure on the exposi- 
tion grounds, however, but housed away in 
the circuit courtroom. of ‘the custom house, 
where he has been assiduously at work 
since the close of the fair. 

Mr. Donaldson was discovered yesterday 
afternoon.: It was thought that upon the 
close of the exposition the customs depart- 
ment finished its work forthwith and all 
attaches took their departure. But there 
was work and a great amount of it remain- 
ing to be done. It was a generally acknowl- 
edged fact during the exposition that the 
office force of the customs department was 
too weak. The force of guards was: plenti- 
ful,, but the number of men connected with 
the clerical department was limited and this 
has been proved by the great amount of 
after work, 

Several weeks after the closing of the fair 
Mr. Donaldson moved his force to the office 
of Surveyor of Customs Stocker. ‘Here he 
has been at work since, checking up ac- 
counts and making up his final report. 

“The amount of. busi s done during the 
exposition was immengé,” said Mr. Donal- 
son yesterday. “It was a.gurprise to me 
in many ways... An unusual number. of 
packages were brought m and a great part 
of these were sold off.-1 am still at work 
making out reports. Tonight I shall leave 
for Washington to be gone for a day or 
two, but I shall return to take up the work 
again and hope to have everything in shape 
within a week or two. 

*“‘No, there was scarcely any attempt to 
evade the law here. ‘The work was very 
clean in every way and no attempt to smug- 
gle in goods was made. The guards were 
very vigilant and kept their eyes open. We 
will have the affairs of the department 
straightened out very soon, I hope.”’ 


Belated Merchandise. 


The office of Surveyor Stocker has been 
converted into a storeroom and many pack- 
ages left behind by exposition exhibitors 
have beea placed there for safe keeping. 
These are subject to the eall. of the ex- 
hibitors. 

Speaking of the goods, Mr. Stocker re- 
ferred yesterday afternoon. to the immedi- 
ate necessity for a bonded warehouse. ‘It 
is almost an absolute recessity,”’ he said. 
“Some time ago I communicated with the 
authorities at Washington in regard to the 
matter, but I have come to the conclusion 
that it is useless téo hope for aid at that 
end. What we want now is a movement 
on the part of merchants, showing their de- 
sire for one. It will have to come through 
private enterprise. 

“There is no question but that this city 
should have one. It is the belief of many 
that very few goods are brought through 
this pert. In a comparative sense this is 
true, but the demand is great and if we had 
suitable arrangements the benefit would be 
great and the amount of importation great- 
ly augmented. 

On my desk there now is a sample of wine, 
a big supply of which has just been receiv- 
ed. The man who bought it informed me 
that he would double his order if there 
were suitable arrangements for storing it 
spel It is the case with many merchants 
ere. 

“As far as the railroads are concerned, 
that can be easily arranged. We will have 
no trouble in that direction. I jiope that 
the matter will be taken up by the mer- 
chants here.’’

Mr. Flesh is a large 
customer of the Schlitz Brewing Company, 
and much beer is sold him by that con- 
cern. It was cheaper for him to buy the 
beer in barrels and casks and bottle it 
here in Atlanta than for him to buy it 
already bottled at the brewery. 

Certain labels were furnished Mr. Flesh 
by the Schlitz company, which he was to 
use on the bottles after he had filled them 
with the bubbling beer. It is now claim- 
ed by the brewery that Mr. Flesh has 
adopted a label of his own, which is de- 
ceiving, and leaves the impression that 
the beer sold by him is really bottled in 
Milwaukee, when such is not the case. 
The plaintiff alleges that though the beer 
is shipped to Mr. Flésh in a good condi- 
tion, he may allow it to become stale or 
otherwise lose its flavor, and if the public 
bought this beer and found it to ne not 
as good as the Schlitz beer bottied in 
Milwaukee, it would result in much iniury 
to the business of the brewery, and vould 
entail a great loss of customers. 

The Schlitz Brewing Company cizims it 
has been damaged by the use of these 
labels in the sum of $5,000, and asks the 
courts to issue judgment against Mr. }'lesh 
for that amount.
